tea, if not favoured by Heaven, I muft at 
the fame time confefs, that it is to Providence 
] acknowledg the obligation for the happy 
fuccefs of our enterprife , of which I be- 
lieve you will liften to the relation with 
delight: and although Monfieur Eftlentie 
Rojer hath written to you an account of all 
which happened untill our reparation, 1 will 
not ncvertheleffe forbear to tell you, Gentle- 
men, that our ftay at Af^^/Sr*V/f/, and thofc 
which we made in our way , were very advan- 
tageous to u$, fmce they were caufe of our 
cfcaping the ill fortune wherein thofe who 
had undertaken the fame defign which wc 
did, have fallen 5 and inftcad of treating 
with a Governour of a Province, have given 
us the means of doing it with a King, fo that 
we may fay fortune accompanied us all along. 
But not to detain your expectation any long- 
er from a relation of the particulars which I 
am obliged to give you an account ofj You 
are to know. 

That Mntej Arxldy fon of the* King of 
Trf^^^rfi, being retired to the borders of the 
Zafiirines which he commanded, together 
with a part of l?o«d7<", was invited by Chet^ 
jimar who commanded the reft, to lend hini|/^ 
hii fortes to gjo againft Chtq Arrat his bro 

thcr

therin law, Governour of All?onz.em.i^ to 
revenge certain quarrels which they had had 
together, and about which chey had already 
had feveral skirmillies. So that Muley Ar- 
xid being come thither in perfon, took ia 
battel the fon oiCheq Arr/is., whom he car- 
ried away with him prifoner, and tr eared 
him very honourably, krring him under- 
hand, that for his liberty he onely demand- 
ed his Sifter in marriage. The bulinefle was 
no fooner propofed , ihan (lie granted to 
him: infomuch that this marriage was con- 
cluded altogether againft the liking of the 
Lady, who loved her Coufen okahomet 
Ton of Cheq Hamst Ben Amer her Unckle, 
to whom her Mother had de/igned her, 
though Chfq Hmmjr Arras had no mind to 
it; and hence it was that they report thi^; to 
bethefubjeAoftheir quarrel with this Fa- 
mily, againft which Chcj Arrns conceived a 
mortal hatred^ becaufe he faw it more pow- 
erful than his. 

When this marriage was confummated, 
hefe families conrinuM for fome rime in 
Jeace^ but as trancjuiliiry makes us impati- 
nt, and puts us upon huching delignc^ . ( heq 
^rr*?i contrived to Fall a fecond rime upon 
heq Amfir and hi^ brothers, after r.c had 
B 2 (.all d 
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called the King of F<r«L. to his affiftance. 

Neverthclefle he had not the fuccede whicK 
he hoped for, Chcq Am^r having with much 
vigour repulfed him, abafing fomewhat this 
infolency of his neighbours. 

This War not having been advantagious 
to Cheq Hamet Jrras, notwithftanding the 
terrain affiftancc which he had borrowed, 
made him know, that he Ihoulddo much 
better to content himfelt with his own Coun- 
tries , and think oi eflablilhing fome Com- 
merce with other nations, which fucceedd 
happily enough with him. 

Gentlemen, J. &c. Jean Baptlfi Joly ot 
Ruthn, with his partner Mr. wMUm T-nt 
an Englitli Merchant, dwelling at Cadiz.^ 
having learnt that there was now an oppor^ 
lunityoffettliogavery confiderable Trade 
with chofe of yilbopiz^sma, they having al- 
ready refolved upon fuchadefign: for the 
efieaingof this, thcSieur J.B, Joly went 
thither in the month of January laft,witha 
Fhmijh Ihip, and a Barque , which he had 
fraighted with fevcral forts of roerchandife, 
where he was very well received by C/;r^| 
jirrss^ to whom he fold all his C^r^d, he 
giving him all that he could wifti for, and! 
likewifc permitting him to make a fcttl 

mcni

mcnt in his countries, where the Sieur Jolj 
left a Faftpr called EfilenKe Oefnrves ot 
BajBn, whom he gave order in his abfence 
to employ eight hundred Piaftrcs tor his ex- 
pence, which he appointed him to receive of 
ibecf ArrAs. In the mean time the Sieur 'jofy 
returnes back to Cadiz.^ to confult with his 
friend Mr. miliam Petit , and that they 
might go again to Alljonz.emr*^ tocontiinK- 
ihedcfign which he had taken in hand. Hut 
in this interim, it happened that the Kin^ 
(jMaley Arxid, Son in law to Che<j Arras ^ 
and brother of the King of T^fetra, having 
a defign to invade Ff*, and make himfelt 
mafterofit, infteadofa Mur.il^itc, who 
ufurped it from his family, he lent to invire 
andintreatr/jtf^ Arr^sh'is father in law that 
he would alM him, and contribute to rhi^ 
defign, and that it he were fo happy as to 
accomplilh it, he would make him King. But 
fofarwas Chcq Arras from likening to fo 
reafonable a demand, either out of jealoufie, 
or fome other confideration, that he not 
onely refofedto help his Sonin law,biit gave 
prote^ion to twenty perfons ot Benmtoujfi.u 
who had flain four men, and wound.d eight 
lathers, which had been fent to gather the 
Contributions or Taxes, which this lown 

B 3 piiid 
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paid to the King AtHley ArxiL 

This aclion, which would have tranfport. 
cd the moft patient man, nt:ver moved King 
Mulej .Arxidj^^2\v\{ii\\i^ procedure of his 
iather in law, to whom he G.nt to intreat the 
men might be delivered back to him, and 
withall to i^fTure him, that there ihouldbe 
no puniihment inflicted upon them, but what 
he Ihould think fit: and li^ewife he invited 
him a fecond time to go with him againil the 
King of /^(?*, which C"/?tf^ Arras again retu- 
fed. But not utterly to difguft his fon in law, 
hefcnttohim one of his youngcd: fonsin 
the head of eight himdred men well mount. 
cdjofwhofe approach King Mttley ArxU 
having notice, he went out to meet them^and 
fent them back again, letting them know, 
that it was not Forces he flood in need cf, 
butCounccli and that he therefore demand 
ed onely the per fon of c hrej Anas his father, 
and perfwaded ihcm to pray him to come. 

This manner of proceeding that would 
have perfwaded any other indifferent perlbn, 
could not yet work upon Cheq Atroi to af- 
fifl: his fon in law, who feeing the contempt 
which was made to his juft demand, was con- 
ftrained to come himfelf into his father iii 
laws countries, to whom he fent to know his 

lafl 
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laft refolution. But as fin often leads us 
to repentance, the ill fortune of Ch:(j (Umct 
oirroi would fo have it, that he ftill re^ 
raaining more firm in his refolution, obliged 
King MaUj Arxid his fon in law to fall up- 
on him, and conquer him. So that the Tro- 
vince of A/yoti3jema;w\th all its dependanccs, 
about the middle ot the month of March, 
were all under his power, together vvith his 
Father in law, whom he ftnt prifuner to 
Tez,a^ a Town diftant about three dayes 
journey from the Sea, where he ordinarily 
makes his refidence when he is not with his 
Army in the field. And at the iarae time he 
caufed the city of v^/^o«'«'f'w^^ to be demoli- 
ihed, which is a Musket ihot from the Port- 
as alfo Alcaz^ar^ another town inne leagues 
off, where Cheq Arras ufed to relide, and 
where he kept his Ireafure, which is report- 
ed to amount to three millions of Gold, nnd 
the ill fortune cf this Chsq A,rai^c^\xkA that 
<i{8flienne-Defarves^ who was made aflave 
in this rancouDter , and detained in tlut 
eftatc till our arrival , which w^s the caufe ot 
his liberty, having brought him with me,and 
left him at Malgne with the prefent which 
Mtily Arxld made him. 
Now , you roay judg by this , that 
B 4 « 
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if we fiad come fooner, either our De- 
inand for the cflablifhment of a Trade had 
been rcfufcd^ or we had run the fame fortune 
which the Servant of the Sieurs Joly and / 
tit did; in (lead of which, as I have already 
told you, and you ftiall learn further hereat- 
tcr, we have our liberty throughout all 
Kingdom oiMnley Arxid, So that wc muft 
blefle God for our ftay and impediment 
our Voyage, and likewife for all that cnfucd 
thereupon: by which you may know that 
very little evil that has befallen us, has not 
been but for a greater good. 

This Preamble was bur to give you an 
account of what had happened in this Coun- 
trey before our coming thither. To return 
therefore to our voyage, you muft Know, 
Gentlemen, that it was on Munday the fifth 
of April laft^ about ten a Clock in the morn- 
ing, the wind being Souch-eafl, that we fct 
{zx\ (torn Aimer lay and fleered our Courfe 
diredly for the Ifle of Alburak^ which we 
difcovered the next morning by break of 
day to be within three miles from us, and 
abo ut Noon we were fo much becalmed, th^t 
\i gave an opportunitie to a part of our com- 
pany to go and fee this Hie, where they (laid 
untilhwo or three a Clock , but we hav 

ing 
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ng an appearance of wind, I made them give 
iign to call them back again. And being 
ome on board, we held on our courfe to- 
vards AlhoH^ emu with a fniall Weft- wind; 
)ut we were fcarce five miles from this 
(land, when the day began to be overfpread 
thclwith clouds, and the wind growing boifte- 
ous made us apprehend we lliould hav-e but 
I troublefome night, feeing we had not day 
nough to be able to get into the Port. M 
hat we refolved to fteer our courfe and feek 
for Ihelter under the Point oFthe Gape,called 
Capadetret ^forcofy or the three corner'd 
Cape, whither we got by eight a Clock at 
night, and there lay over againft the white 
ClifFfix miles from MeiiUa^'xi three fathom? 
of water, *ind within a Cannon Ihot off the 
Shore, not a little appreheniive of the 
(JMoflrj. wherefore having pafled all the 
night with a double guard, oncly with one 
Anchor out, the wind ftili continuing in the 
A^eft and very high, we were forced at five 
of the Clock in the morning to fet fail, and 
go for better Ihelter to Mellliei^ where Don 
Lhi6 de VeUfco^ the Governour of that place, 
flicwed us a world of Civilities, and during 
our two dayes ftay which we made there, he 
acquainted us with all that had happened in 

the 
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the Countrey of ^IhtHz^ema^ and that thJ 
Garrifons belonging to the Spaniards, whicll 
were within the Dominions of Muley Ar\ 
xidy had all their pailages Ihut up, io il 
they could not receive any fuccour of provil 
fions from the neighbouring Inhabitants bj 
Land> with whom they had now continuai 
wars, whereas formerly there had been 2 
kind of mutual Commerce between the Sf^^ 
uisrds and Moors. 

I qucftion not , but you know well 
enough that the King of Spain pofletTcJ 
five Places upon the Coaft s of Barhary in thcj 
Mediterranean Sea, befides there which he 
hath upon the Ocean : which five, are fiilll 
Cr«M^ fcituate over againft (j i Lr altar 2,1 iM 
mouth of the S freights, where is a Gar ri roil 
proportionable to the Place, that is to ruyj 
very (Irong : to which Government the Kingl 
oiSfMn often fends his Subje<ft9 to ferve aJ 
their own Charge, J mean Grandees, and) 
fuch as are capable when there is occalion. 

The fecond is about thirty Leagues difbntl 
from this, Eaftward, between the Rivers ot I 
Chcrfero and T^cor^ and is called pennon <i\ 
Velcau, Itisfeated upon a Rocky IflandJ 
and not above a Flight (hot from the mainl 
Land, defended alfo with a ilrong GarrifonJ 

a&dl 
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ind well provided with Cannon. 

MelilU is flill more to the L'A\ , five and 
[Wenty leagues from Nnmn as i elez^y be- 
tween the Rivers of Noior and C/VLulvt^^ or 
rather between the Cape dg trcs Horcas and 
the Jlles Zaff.iri^es, It hath a hundred men 
In theGarrifon, befides five or lix families 
)i A^£firsy fled thither for Ihelter, and are 
^nortal Enemies of their Countreymen, on 
whom they make war as occalion requires. 

On the Eafl of thefe places are M^irz^al^ 
\^(hlr^ and Or Art ^ fo near one to the other, 
that they are all commanded by one and the 
fame Govcrnour j they are /ituate on the 
iaftfideofCape^^/^ow, in the Kingdom of 
\Tremffcet3, 

This Newes was a good OmeK to us of 

Durdelign, which we had kept fecret ever 

lince our departure from Ma^j'cillesy having 

for this purpofe made our Bills of Lading for 

Mi-^, and being many times asked by the 

"lovernour, concerning the occalion ot our 

Voyage, we wanted not a pretence to rrake 

u'm verily believe our bulinede was to that 

)lace. But we were furprifed to hear him 

lintreat us that we would rake on board our 

>hipajew, called J^coWaricnt^y to carry 

lira and all his -Family to Sally : we then 

began 
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began to fear, that he doubting our defign^hj 
a mind to put us to the proof; whereforj 
without any paufe, Sieur Efllenne Rojer^ and 
I, readily agreed to his demand, afl'urinJ 
him that we accounted our voyage happjj 
iince it afforded us an opportunity of doinJ 
him this fmall fervice. 1 

The manner of our deportment there havl 
ing perfwaded the Governour that our voyj 
age was intended for Sally^ he went to tell tl 
news to this Jew, Jaeob Parlcmcy who fail; 
not to come to exprefle to us the Joy w 
received at it, and the fervice we lhoui(i(](| 
htm in carrying hira out of flavery. and b} 
hisdifcourfe, we having underftood what! 
longfpace of time he had dwelt in the Zaj- 
fa*ineSy tiotoye^ and Albovix^emay it made u 
forcfcc that his advice would not be unprofi- 
table to us : infomuch that we promifed hia 
all manner of a/Tiftance, and to fervchimii 
all things that he Ihould (land in needoi. 

The weather now proving fair; and tlit 
wind being Eafl:, made us hoifi Sail, aiV 
leave this place the ninth of Afrit , b) 
feaven a Clock in the morning, after we hailj 
embarked with us jaeob Pan. me and all his 
family; with whom having had alongani 
particidar Conference, wc perceived by hk

Lt we had a fair occafion of fetling a confi- 
irabie Trade in this Coimtrey, it the King 
(ould but admit of it : wherein he clearly

Jort of Alhot4i.cma, behind the great Ifle, 

[here we fired one Gun, though to no pur- 

ofe, in regard the weather was fo tempeftu-

Next morning, being Saturday the tenth 
I April^ vjt hung out our Flag , and fired 
pother Gun, perceiving four i^oors on

|me, and the Eafl: wind, our men could not

So that without 

inviting any body to follow, 1 told them, I 

rcfolvedtogo to Tez^a, (a City about three 

dayes journey and a half from Albotiz^emM^ 

where Mftley Arx'd made his ordinary a- 

bode,) to deliver our King's Letter to the 

King Mulej Arxid, and to know his rcfolu. 

tion . that at my return I might be able to 

relate, and give the reafons that might have 

hindred our Eftablilhrnenc. 1 had no fooner 

declared my rcfolution, but Monfieur de U 

y?rr, who had many times before aflured mc 

that he would never forfake me, confirmed 

me in the fame thing : and Monfieur ie Lak 

offered me his company.

dcnce which 1 had witnefl'ed to Ck^ y^mar, 
furprifed him 5 whcretore fo Toon as we land- 
ed, and were got on Horfeback^he made Ji 
dqclmH depart with all diligence, to carry 
thenewsotitto King /W«/^; Arxid, who 
was fo much fatisfied with it , that he fent him 
back immediately with orders to ( hcq A- 
mar, to do me all manner of friendly officd 
poflibly, that : might not have any occalior 
to complain of his Treatment.

afterward left us accompanied by I {a Uen 
\t/iUoNy Hen Arnar^ Brother in law, and 
\Mahomet Elmetignj. Not long alter which 
we had a Supper brought us in, but this be- 
ing Monday in the Holy week, we made 
there but a hungry meal, in light ot abun- 
dance of good Cheer, as Partridge?, and o- 
|ther Fowles ; and alter this , cauling my 
iTrunkstobe opened, i fent ibme Boxes of 
I Conferves and Comfets 10 Cheq Amar^ with 
tv\hich to regale his Kindred and Wives. 

This Night was not very long, for at this 
! place, and this feafon they are not lb ; but 
the long entei tainment which we had in dil- 
courfes with ija iUn Aiioy.'^ antl t-en Amar^ 
hy Jacol? i'^r.^w/e-oitr Interpreter, made me 
fit up till Tuclday morning, the twen- 
tieth of April ^ when by the brighcnefle of 
the Moon I had thought it had nor been mid- 
night, fo that I had fcarcely the leifiire to 
1 <ake a moments reft ; tor at lix a clock in the 
morning C heq Amar^ after he had caufed to 

be 
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be brought me fome Milk, Butter, and Breai 
for Break-faft, becaufe we eat no flelli, feni 
to acquaint us that it was time to be going, 
and that he onely expe^ed till 1 lliouid be 
ready, (owe went to our Horfes by feveri 
of the Clock. 

All our Baggage and Equipage being 
ready, I got on horleback vi\i\\Cheq ^mar, 
and began our march towards the mountain 
oiNocor. The Road about the beginning. 
and almoft to the midway, i? very trouble- 
fonae, ftony and craggy, having at lead a 
League of bad way- after which we began to 
enter into a little wood, low, but very thick, 
and where, was great ftore of all forts oi 
Game, as Fowls, wild Bores, and Lyons, 
which are not very dangerous : for in a val- 
ley between two little nils,not above a Muf- 
quet or a Bowes (hot from us,we faw two or 
thr^e, that without ftirring from their pla 
ces ftared at us, as we pafled by. 

I asked Cheq Amur at the fame time, it 
one or two Travellours might paffe that way 
with fafety, and if thefe beads would not 
devour them? To which he anfwcred roe, 
that unlefs they were firll raedled with, they 
would never budg out of their place to fet up- 
on any menj& that in our road we Ihould fee 



great! 
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great numbcrs^ofwhich he would give mc the 
pleafure co let mc fee feme or" them hunted : 
Andprefently commanded -j, ko\x 0I M ooy s 
that he had on ioor, to go and rouze one, 
which war. nv-c far from us ^ but i told him, 
that lince wc Ihould meet fome oi them up- 
on the roj.d, we might take op[^ortunity oi 
making fport with them at our leillire: fo that 
having continued on our \\^y through this 
low Wood climbing up the Mountain, we 
vvercr goi within an honr after to the top 
of ir, and amongfl: abundance of large fpread- 
ing Trees, and alfo many high ones, where 
our way grew very pleafant, and we might 
go three or four a brcafl. 

We marched on further upon this moun- 
caia for about an hour on this manner, and 
fo foon as we were gotten through the trees 
and bulhes, we had a curious profpe^lofall 
the plain of N ccor and Alhoii-. emi^ likewife 
of the great Harbonr, and of the Sea, which 
gave me fo much pleafure, that 1 was obli- 
ged to ftand fl ill, and look upon our (hip. 
Which we had left undet llielter of the great 
liland. 

Cheq Amar^ who faw this profped every 
day, by reafon of the frequent Journeys 
which he made from Nocor to BemhoHJacol?^ 

had 
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had not fo great fatisfaaion as I had: and oh- 
fervinginm.' a more than ordinary Joy by 
myattention,he assed me if ever 1 h.id ft^tn fo 
pkafanc a Countrey; and having made me 
turn towards the Land,I bdield a great num. 
ber oflarghigh rtils, on the tops of which 
we faw all the Countrey manured and green, 
in regard this was the leafon of the year, an(! 
chietiy about this place where we were; the 
herbs and graffe growing naturally by the 
goodneffe of the Soyl, and the corn and 
grain, which fowen, were already about 
three or four foot high : Infomuch that it 
Was a pleafure which much charmed my 
Senfestofee at once all fides bedecked with 
diverfe colours, as alfo a prodigious number 
of Trees and low Woods , amongfl: which 
we alfo faw many little Hutrs or Cottages 
built of Stone, which feemed to be the dwel 
lings of Cheqi, or principal men of that 

place. . 

After I had (laid fom.e time confidcrmg 
them, I turned again toward the left hand to 
look upon the Sea, and our Veffelj and thel 
weather being fair and clear, we could fee 
as far as the mountains of Laeaudia in ^>im,| 
which are very different from thofe wherel 
we were, for they are dry parched moun- 
tains. 
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Itains, the very looks of which were enough 

I krike with horror all thofe who approach- 
ed theiti, efpecially in foul weather. 

As pleafant things eafily invite us to the 
beholding them, 1 prcfently turned myfelf 

I looK forwards upon the way we were to 
gOj and not iar from us 1 faw a little ftonc- 
fioufe, and all round about it Corn growing : 
And feeing c heq Amar beginning to march, 
[ was obliged to follow him, and by the 
help oi 'Jacob Parie^ne our Interpreter, i told 
pim 1 was charmed at all thofe pleafant ob- 
i^s I had been looking upon- and if all the 

": were like this, I did not wonder at the 
^rbot-abundancc of Grain which was in this 
i^ountrey, but that 1 was furprifed to think 
hat the people Ihould forfake the Plains, and 

> to till the tops of the Mountains and Hills, 
vhich without doubt fhould be more pain- 
and troublefome to them. To which 

J anfwered me,that the apprehenfion where- 

ithe inrodes and invafionsof the Spaniards 
heir fworn Enemies and Neighbours put 
hcra them-continualiy inro, was the caufe 

'itj and that they were not able to defend 
hemfelvcs from the daily vifits, which the 
hijraKtittes were alwayes making them in 
y Plains : where after they had plundered 

all 
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all they could find, they carried away Prifo. 
nets all the lahabitancs into the neighbour. 
ingSp^ntlhG:jiVYiioas, and oiten muo Spm 
it idi\ when they caught them. 

Heave you to jadg, whither or nothi! 
Difcourrewaspkafingto me, and it 1 took 
not hold on occafions forelock to maKe ray 
advantageofii; for I made Che^ Am^.r(^^ 
fjMe that their apprehenlions were very juft, 
and their misfortune inevitable, unlefle there 
were a Caftle built upon the great Klandoi 
Aiko^^f^^. I had not much trouble to per- 
fwade him what the confequence ot this Q. 
me would be to all the Countrey, and thai 
if I were fo happy as that the King !us M. 
fterfhould grant me ^ij^fe things whKh 
fliould propofetohim, I proiered to buil 
it my felt at my own proper Charges and 
Expences,and that fo by this means we migh 
hinder the infoleacy ot their Enemies from 
coming to annoy them in the Plains, and by 
thefavour -of the waves of the Sea , which 
beat inceffahtly upon their Ports, they might 
not ondy till all their Lands, but enjoy thcfli 
with fuU rqiofe, and live in aU fafcty in thei« 
Houfes with their Families. 

Thefe Rcafons, and many others wM 
produc^l taCAf^ ^/»^, made him attij 
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that our coming and eftablifliment there was 
altogether necefl'ary: infomuch that he told 
me, that the King Muley Arxld^ without ali 
(jueftion, would agree 10 whatfoever I Ihould 
thisHdemand. and that for his part he would not 
Forget any thing which might give real proofs 
litfaepaflion he had to ferve me. that I 
oight account of him as of my felf, 'and that 
he things to be propofd muft be impoffibl^ 
)relfel Ihould have fatisfaaion as to my 
voyage. In the mean time, during thefe dif- 
:ourfes, wc faw coming towards us a vene- 
able old man, who having feen Chcq Amar 
dvanccd forwards to receive him, and to pay 
is Homage to him, as ordinarily the Chief 
f the Douards do, when the Che^s are com- 
'ig towards them. 
We no fooner arrived at the houfe of this 
nerable old man, but three ofhis Sons 
imeouttokifs his hands, and help him to

^c to condua me to Tez,a^ and to fliew me

Here we repofed our ielves about an hour,! 

beine in the middle of the defcent ot this 

Mountain, from whence iflUed a moft ^\ti- 

fancSprin^^,, neer which (havmg unbridk 

our Horres and other Beafts ot Carriagd 

to let them graze ; we had fomethH 

brought us to eat : the Cheer was not extraJ 

ordinary, tor as theCe people commonly ari 

fatisfied with afmail matter, and belide 

Ch^ Jr^^rh^d tola them, that he woul^ 

not make any long ftay, wheretore alltb 

they gave us was onelyfome Eggs, Beans 

Milk , and n.^w bread which they ca 

Cakes, and are like Oat-cakes, but thickcrj 

and about the breadth or a Plate. 

As we were about to take Horle, I cauk 
to be brought fome Tweezers, V^mves, r 
Tobacco, which I prefented to this good 
man, who told me, he would receive thi 
that he might leave to his Family a remei 
brance of our paflage and my generoiuy,^ 
that he had not at all merited this Favourii 
that hence forward both he and his childi 
would endeavour to render themfelves woi 
thy of it, and that he would pray to Oodt 
the profperousfucceffe of my Journey, J.

Our Baggage being, gone on before, with 
moft of the I rain, I took leave of the vene- 
rable old man, and of his Sons, who accom- 
panied us as far as the toot ot the Mountain, 
unto a great Valley, where is a Source of 
Water, of a prodigious bignefs, the fall of 
which at its ilfuing out makes fo loud a 
noife, that we could fcarce be heard fpeaking 
I to one another when we were near it 5 and 
Ithe defcent to it wis fovery n:irrow, that 
jbutoneon Horfc^back could pafTe at once to 
jit. The place was fo pleafant, that all our 
jcompany made a flop, and could not but ad- 
Imire at it, as likewife at the rare quality of 
jthis water: and that which renders it more 
Idelcaable , is a great number of tall and 
Ifpreading Tree?, whofe height fpeuks their 
lantiquity.

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wards, I mounied my horfe, and having a- 
Pain taken leave of our Hofte, we continued 
in our Road ; and not long after we had pafl 
fed this River, we perceived our felves at thcl 
entrance of a little Copfe ot low wood . andl 
at the foot of another mountain, which was 
all cover'd with thefe Shrubs, whereon thel 
higher we climbed, the more great Trees we 
found, with away both large andpleafimJ 
ftill growing better and better.

U will be no difficult matter for you tol 
i«de if I was pleafed or not at the beholdingi 
fo delightful a place, which at every ftepi 
yeilded frelh fatisfaaion to my Senfes; mfoj

lay, to BemboHj^c-oby notwithftandingtl 
reckon it but three Leagues from thence, 
lix from the Strand of Allou^em^i, But)' 
fee the pleafure which all thefe places gi 
us, foftrongly charmed our Senfes, that 
thought not of making haft : we niuil 
therefore take notice of the time we f 
upon the Road in our journey to BemU 
€ok

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It was on the twentieth day of ^pri Uhat 

e arrived at BemhotijacoL^ and at five of the

hichwasall ncedlefs, this being Tuefday 

the Holy Week ; but they giving us alfo 

tcer, Checfe, Cream, Beans, boyled vSai- 

ids, and other things, we made excellent 

od Cheer, with ibmc new white Bread 

it they brought us. After which, Cheq 

nar^ with his Brothers , and all his Kind- 

d , as alfo the v/<?ori and 'jews of the 

own, came to fee us and otFer us their fer- 

ice, where they ftayed till night ^ and at ccti 

|clock fent us more Meat for Supper, but 

Meal which wc had made with a good 
pecite,made us hold out till the morning. I 
en fent for foms Boxes of Sweet-meats and 
iomfets, which I prefented to Cheq Amar^ 
itha bottle or two of Aqua mlml'dif^, to 
itertain his Wives and Kindred, which 
ere at Beyilbmjacol?^ the ordinary place of 
eir abode. 

We had thought to have departed from 
nee the next morning, and have continued 

Journey, but it was put off two dayes 

nger, upon C^<r^ y^w^sr's hearing news of 

Infurredion made by the Inhabitants of a 

D 3 village 
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Village on the mountain of BenitoHz^ifj^ wll 
had let upon twenty men, whom the Kir; 
i.J\^u!cy Arxid Tent ro collect the I'l ibuce/j 
■J axes - eight oi which they had kiiied, m 
wounded the other twelve. This report I 
ving obliged him to mount on Horfcbackjhl 
rode in the head of h'fty Horfemen, to aJ 
prehend in that village Mtreen of thofe whoJ 
he believed to have b^ en the Authors or Eil 
ecuters of that Aflaffinate : Thefe he broiigh 
bound and tetter'd to Bembo:AJacob^ and ahd 
he had received particular intormation [rorJ 
thcmftlves, who had committed the Murovi 
and there being but eight found guilty oi i;| 
he caufed their Head^ to be ilrucK ofF> andt| 
the others he gave leave to depart. 

The day following, which was ThiirJ 
day the two and twentieth of -r^pnV, Ckl 
uimar having commanded our horfes, arJ 
our other beafis of C\irriage to* be brougfi 
he caufed our baggage to be loaded > ari 
gave order to if^i / <? - .-ibdoH and C^^-h ml 
Elmcti^ii^ to pay off all our vScores therJ 
So we got to horCc bv eleven a Clock in m 
morning, and travelled untill lix at nigli!| 
without any confiderable flop or ftay. 
our way we faw many plcafant Vallies ard 
Plains, alfo great Hills and Mountains, whici 
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I wc eroded over by rugged and troublefome 
wayesjbut neverthelcfs the tops were covered 
with variety of Shrubs, and divers forts of 
tall trees • and thegreatell part or the Plains 
and tops of llils fowed and cultivated, except 
I ihe mountain called Te^idijay which is very 
very high, and over which we were nigh two 
hours in pa/iling : when we were on the top 
ot'it,looking towards the South, as far as we 
could fee, we difcovered a Plain ; in the luic- 
dle of which are two Towns , called /.• w- 
jwW/?and Vafarfj, diflant half a league one 
from the other, and are feparated by a little 
River, which after any great Rain is ib im- 
petuous, that it is impoflible to palle it, untill 
the waters which come fron this large plain, 
and likewife fall from th: mouncaii-is and 
neighbouring Hills,aie all dreined away. We 
then arrived at Tafarfj^ where ihe Cheq 
Bmlkey^ who isGovernour as w»:li of thi.-, 
asot >:y"4W9«i^.i, came to receive us. And ha- 
ving learn'd by our Condudrers, wiio J was, 
and the Subject of my journey, he exprciled 
all manner of kindneis to mc, and conducted 
us to a houfe within the walls of the Town 
where all night he himfelFbare us company, 
asking me divers Queflions, and profeifinga 
great delire of our eflabliinment in theTer- 
D 4 ritoriei 
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ritoriesofthe King Mulcy Arxid his Ma- 1 
fter. 

This CAf^ Boulk^ay was To obliging, arJ 
offered nne his Kriendihip with fo good \ 
grace, fb cordially, and with fiich frecnefJ 
that 1 cannot forbear giving you h.ie a chal 
raster of him. He was a naun of about [h:r.| 
ty and five years of" age, of a raofl ccmJyl 
perfonageand afped, and very flo t j ht 
was black tis true , but not nnhundfome, ncrl 
unpleafant withall- on the contrary his ir.ml 
and behaviour ftrikewirh adnnration atihel 
firfl fight, and there is 1 know no: wh^i in I 
him, that forces all who look upon hinitol 
be in love with him. in trte<^ there is noil 
any of ihofe about him, nor fcarcely in his I 
whole Jurifdi^^ion, that would notfacrifice 
his life for fiis fervice. J was told by foniH 
that he was of Kin to the King Maley A^xA 
and I believe no lefle of him ; for belides^that 
he has much of his Air, he is valiant, firong, 
and of a vigorous conftituiion,and generous 
as a King : 1 lound my feif on a fuddain, as it 
were, compcll'd tohavea particular efteem 
for his pcrfon ; and having caufed my Trunks 
to be opened, 1 made him a prefent offome 
Boxes of Sweet- meats. Tweezers, Tobacco, 
and other things which I had, teflifying how 

much 
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much I was grieved , that J was unable to 
make rny acAjiowledgmcnrs to him by fome- 
thing more coniiderabie ; but promifed him 
that by the rirft Vefl'el that ihould come 
from i^rance^ I would cauie to be brought 
to him what Ihould be more worthy of his 
acceptance , and that in the mean time he 
would oblige me, to tell me what he moft 
wilhcd for To which he aniwtred, rhat my 
niunncr of giving and oftlring thmgs, was 
infinitely obliging 5 thut he was delirous of 
nothing fo much as my friendlhip, praying 
meonely tohavehim in rememl^rance, and 
thatut my return trom \cz.a\{t would en- 
deavour with more leilure to fatisfic ail that, 
which time would not permit him to A^ at 
! prefent. 

From hence we departed on gooii Friday 
thetwrnty third, at iix a clock m the morn- 
I ing, and aiter many Embraces J took leave 
\oiihtq boHlk_ay^ not without fomeforrow, 
as forfaking a man with whom I had newly 
contracted a firm league oi Friendlhip 5 and 
I was glad to ufe the moll earncil entreaties 
I could invent, to dilfwade him from getting 
onHorfeback to bear me com[ any a part of 
the way, having been conftrained to iti\ hiiD, 
that It would make me melancholly all the 

reft 
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reft of my Journey ; fince the more I lliould 
have the honour ot' being with him, the more , 
I ftiould be forry to leave him , and that lince 
he intended roe a kindnefs , he would do it 
for the befl: : with which I obliged him to 
ftay behind, but he would needs fend with us 
his Lieutenant or Deputy, who accompani<f(i | 
Bsto the middle of the Deferr, where 1 pray- 
ed him to return back agiin. 

Having travelled about two Leagues iJ 
rhis Plain, we were forced to turn towards 
«he right hand, holding our courfe to the 
South, yet keeping fti:i m the Plain, and ha- 
iring asked the Lieutenant where this Plaip. 
€infed that feemed to tend Eali ward, heroid 
me, it was the way to the Znjfjtnnes, whicli 
ncverthelefs was very far diftant trom hence, 
and that beyond the Defcrt ot Garret^ there 
was likewife another great Plain, which Ml 
terminated at the Zajf.driyiesy but the :^oi;eo: 
it was not fo good as that where we wert, ir.l 
regard one Load of Wheat or Barly, vvhic!i| 
they call Sivade^ here commonly produce' 
3t lead five and twenty or thirty Load^, aniil 
that all this Phin Eaft ward was for the nioil| 
part fowed with that Grain 

Continuing our march towards the SoiuliJ 
after we had gone about three Leagues, wl 

wertl 
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were gotten to the entrance of the Defm oK 
GArret, having firfl pafTed throiiiih a Wood 
of high Trees, amongR which was a great 
number of c. live-trees, and Cedars, which 
chieHy grow at the foot of two great fiinty 
and fandy mountains , whofe tops m croffing 
we found alfo covered with theie, together 
with live-Oaks , (which are green all the 
year,) and wild Pines. Here 'we muft pafs 
over a Mountain, m the middle of three or 
four others which envirtin it, by a way which 
certainly is very bad in moft places, pever- 
thelefs there is no body but nuy travel it on 
Iiorfeback; we were at lead an hour in this 
bad way , which lafled to the middle of the 
mountain, where wc alighted,and Raid about 
an other hour at the foot of a threat Rock, 
thatfeemed as high a^^ we could weil difcern' 
irom whence ifliies a great Soring of hot wa- 
ter, which they call tfcronrui 5 during which 
time our Horfes were baited, and we alfo eat 
iome provilions which wc had brought with 
lis : but when we came to drink, having taft- 
edthe water 1 tound it warm and rulphiirouc, 
yet could not we neverrhelcls forbear drink- 
ing it, in regard wc had no other, but we 
mixed it with a little -^-7^:2 s'//^, vvhich wc 
had brought with us inftead of U'ine,to qua- 
lifieit. ^vhiUl 
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. Whilft we ftaid by this vSpring, there came 
many Moors , and '^ewi , to vvafli their 
HaicdjHes (or Mantles) in it, and Shirts,vvho 
were furprized to fee us there, and coming 
neer they gazed upon us, and confidered u?, 
as fuch people whofe like they had never 
fcen . and they expreiTcd great joy and fadf- 
fadion, when they were told that we were 
going to the King J^«/<?; ^rxid, and that 
it was to eftabliih in his Territories a Trade 
with his Subjects. 

Being on horfeback ready to take leave oi 
Cheq Boatk^fi Lieutenant, I made a preient 
to him of a pair of Tweezers, with which he 
returned well contented and fatisfied, and we 
ikept on our Road to the bottom of this 
Mountain, by a more pleafant and larger 
way than before, which lafted an hour lon- 
ger. And they having told me, that at our 
going but of it we lliould come into a Tandy 
Defert, being a large Pidin, without Trees 
Herbs, Grafs, or any other green thing in ir, 
& that the part over which we w.n"e to crois 
was two or th^-ee leagues broad, 1 caukda 
Goat's skin to be filled with the water of 
this Spring of Ef:ro'4.'.'r, Ln any to drink 
that Ihould have need of it in the way ; I was 
of the number of thofe, whom the violem 

fcorching 
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fcorching of the Sun, which burnt us, toge- 
ther with the heat of the ground that wa^ in- 
tolerably warm, forced to drink of it. Tvvas 
therefore much againli my llomach, that I 
made ttiem bring me a lupof this water 
which Uonfidered as a medicine, as well in 
refpea'ofthe .S^ ring's hear, augmented fiiii 
by the heat of the Sun, as aUo of thatfmeiJ 
of Brimftone which rendered it naufeous. 
But 1 was unfpeakably furprizcd, when J 
found thi; water very ireih, and of the mo/1: 
pleafant taft of the world; and asking the 
company \i it was not feme other water 
which they had brought, they told me, no, 
but that i: was the pio[ crty or this fame,that 
when taken long out ot the Spring it loR J^ 
its ill qualities 5 wherefore to iatistie my fl •» 
Pallat as well as Thiril", 1 drank four Cups ^ 
of it, and all our Gentlemm as many, which 
made us find our way lei's tedious to SH,^fAik\ 
although we got not thither untill fix a clock 
at night, after we had crofled three moun- 
tains of Salt, which are on the futhermoft 
lide of the fandy Plain. Before we came 10 
thefe mountains, we met with about half a 
league of indifferent good ground , which 
bare fome Grafs , where we unbridled our 
horfesto let them graze, and alighted to 

reft 
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reft our feWes for half an hour ? and being 
got to horfe again » wecrofs thefe mountains 
of Salt, below which we faw a great Plain, 
wherein were a great many Adonards or 
Camps, from whence a multitude ot AUon 
with their children came flocking out oi 
their Tents to fee us pafs by ^ and amongll 
ihereft,fevcralC^^<^/of Ademrds^ who arc 
Heads of Tribes, which dwell in thefe Tents, 
followed after us, to know who we were^and 
whither going. 

Ifa Ben Ahdotiy arid Mahomet Elmet gn} 
ourConduaor, brought us into the middle 
of the Plain to the Deuard, which they per- 
ceived belonged to the principal Cheq^ who 
at that time was abfent ; and beiides, (hc^ 
AmAT not being with us , our Condu£lors 
had no great reception, fo that wewerehiii 
to ftay for fome time under a huge Oak, the 
diftanceofa Stonescaft from apleafantRi- 
ver. In v\hich interim l{tt Ben Abdou fpurrcd 
his horfc, and rode from one Domrd to ano- 
ther, to acquaint all the Che<^s that we were 
Frenchmen^ whom they had been ordered to 
wait upon to the King MhUj <t/^rxid, thai 
Che^ Amar would fuddainly be with us, and 
that if they came not quickly to do their du- 
ty, they would certainly repent. Wheretore 

Cm* 
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_Mi Saide Ettilry the A^forabite (a Holy 
m\\ and of great veneration amongfi them > 
uftedtome, to the place where we flayed 
ind brought us into the next Donurd dhtl 
lehaddifperlcdthe Croud which followed 
IS) and appointed us the beft Tent to lodg 

Caid ^Iblr (who was the principal C heq 
rail the ^yidoHHrdi, that were encamped in 
his Plain) returning home m the Hvening 
nd having been advertifed oF our arrivai 
ame with ail fpeed to find us otir, and make 
s change the Doujird and the Tent for a bet- 
r i and when he had complemented us and 
eated us with much civility , he fent us 2 
nipleoffat Sheep, with fome Eggs, Butter, 
heere,Milk, Bread, Raifons, and what elfc 
^ had worth our acceptance; in exchange 

which J prefented him with a Cafe of 
vvcezers, half a dozen Knives and Sheath^ 
10 fome Brafil, Tobacco. 
On the morrow, being Saterdaythe foi^r 
d twentieth oi April Jfa Ben Abdon would 
tlet us go forward, until! Cheq Am.ir ajid 
^ AbdaUfis (hould overtake us, (o thai 
? were conftrained here to attend their 
ming. 

We had left them behind (as I formerly 

told 
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wld you) at remb^ujacoy : but theyfetouj 

from thence the fame day as we did, and vveni 

to the village of the mountam of Bcmnti^r.} 

where fofoonas they came, they caufedJ 

the Cattle, moveable Goods, moneys anJ 

Arms, belonging to tho(e eight miferabil 

men, whofe heads had been cut ofli to k lei I 

fed on, for their rebelling agaiaft the OHiceii 

that colleaed the Taxes, which all the Su I 

ieas of the Kingdom of Fe^ paid to tkl 

Kino, Mfiley Arxid ; and this SaterdaynigrJ 

atffvenaclock, they came to us where w:l 

were • after whom followed a great numkj 

of Oxen, Cowes, Sheep, and Goats, whiJ 

were driven along by twenty jnen oi bt.i 

toH^in. Chcq Amar had alfo brought hj 

great bags full of (^) Blanqmlles, ^^n^ 

which he had taken from thofe wretches, arJ 

the other part was the remainder ot the oj 

ram^ or Tax, gathered from the reft ot thi 

Town, ., I 

As foon as Cheq ylmar a nd Chtg Ao^ 

(a) khhnquiUeh a piece of monev of i 
Countrey, which is of, very fine Silver, andw 
two pence Englifh •, four and twenty or which il 
reckonto one Pw/er, valued at about tour flii ' 
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dnhjU were arrived, all the C^^^j of the A- 
doHdrds came to pay them their Homage,and 
fent them fat Sheep, and what other good 
(hings they had, infomuch that they feailed 
all night long* And we, for our parts, caufed 
j to be dreffed beforehand four Pullets, and 
four good joints of Mutton againft the next 
morning, which was E^ficr^d^y^ for our 
Break-fafl: . althowgh there was one of our 
I company that was a Hi/^ow^r, who had not 
I patience enough to ftay till morning, but 
jmuft needs make fome Pottage of Fleih 
j which he eat, yet without my knowledg ; 
jnow this was obferved by Chfcj Amar^ who 
|cold me of it in the way ; but 1 to excufe this 
fault, anfwered, that ever lince he had left 
us , this perfon had been very ill ^ Or elfe 
(replied h.% fmiling) he is of fome other Re- 
ligion, for 1 know that he has eaten flelli be- 
fore now. By which you may fee, that 
pefe people, whom we cfleem as dull and 
gnorant, are not fo, and take greater notice 
of things than we could imagine. 

All our Company then letting out toge- 
(her on £4y?tfr-day, the 2 5ih. ot ^pn/. at 
pveaclockin the morning, with very bad 
keather,and a great Lahech^ds they call it) 
|>r Sftuth-weft wind, very cold, we marched 
£ until! 



^^ 
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untilelevcn, and finding ourfelvesina great 
Meailow called BoafoHub, Cheq Amar a. 
lighted trom his horfe, as did allthertftof 
our company; where after we had unbrid. 
ied, and turned our horfcs to grazing, and 
repofed our felvcs about an hour, our Ser- 
vants prepared for us the Pullets, Mutton, 
and other things which we had caufed to be 
drefl'ed the night before : and perceiving that 
Checj Amar and Chcq Abialafts had brought 
nothing with them, and there being no Dou^ 
ard near the place where we were, I invited 
them to eat with us, which they accepted; 
but it was a great mortification to fee that 
we wanted Bread amidft fuch a Feaft, and 
were obliged to hnUh our Meal with Meat 

onely. , 

The Journey which we were to mak« 
eVewe cime to our' Lodging, being very 
long, wc mounted again abowt noon, and 
travelled over two. or three Plains , and a 
crofs certain Ridges and Hills, all covcrei 
with high Grafs, ^ and great variety of herU, 
and flowers, which grow there naturally , 
not to fpeak of the Fields fown with Wheat, 
Barly, Oates, and diverfc forts of Grain, tha: 
reached upto our Horfes Girts: And we like 
wiieobfetved in thb^ Road, that in foaie pla 

r.5. 
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ces they were beginning 10 cut Gates alrea- 
dy. Alter this we pafled over the top of a 
hi'^h green Hiii,and going downwards on the 
South-lide, we refted again about an other 
hours fpace,to give our horfes time to i^t^ ; 
and as we were entertaining our felves with 
this profped, we faw fome Lyons, and wild 
Bores pafTing in thji Pluins,and over the Hills, 
but this was now no great novelty to us. For 
indeed the earneft dcfire I had to arrive at 
7>;^^, and know whic would be the fuccefs 
of our Voyage, as alfo to enjoy fuddenly the 
company or Monlieur lioyer^ and give him 
fume good Newcs, m^ide nictake little plea- 
fure in any thing whatfocvcrj which might 
have yeiidcd me liifiicieni delight at another 
time : v.'heiet'oie riling up, we got to horfe, 
and rxcpt on our iload till we came to life- 
rac, where we arrived at feven a clock at 
night. 

hiimediately the Clurfs VLircgo^Sccwho 
are three Brothers, came to welcome me, 
and otter me their fervice with great ibewes 
ofKindnefs, and lodged us under the Tent 
ofone M^ihar^iant iJUote , whither they 
fentus in Sheep, Pullets, Butter, and other 
provilion for Supper ; and 1, to make my 
acknowledgments to them, prefented thera 
E 2 with 
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with Brafil Tobacco, Tweezers, and Knives, 
which they with great fatisfa^ion received, 
returning me particular thanks for them. 

This place of T'tf. rac^ is a great fide of a 
Hill, high, and of a large extent, whereon 
were five Domards^ or feveral companies of 
Tents pitched like fo many villages. At the 
foot oi this was a delicate Spring of good 
water, and about it three leffer Hills, pleafant 
beyond compare, by rcafon of the Greennefs 
of ihe Trees, and various forts of Grain fown 
there, by the .i/oor/, or more properly A- 
raLsoi the ^dotiards^ who for a longtime 
have encamped in that place, invited toftay 
there by the fweetnefle and health fulnefs of 
the Air. Sowepafl'ed the night there with 
great fatisfadion, and perfea repofe. 

Chcq /imar, and Ch((^ AbdaL^fis^ who 
were lodged in another Tent,got up by day- 
break to fee our Baggage loaded,and to fend 
them forwards with the Cattle and other 
Luggage which had overtaken us. And at 
fevcn a clock in the morning, being Munday 
the twenty fixth of ^prii^ they came to 
bid me good morrow, attended by all the 
Che<is of the Donards, amongft whom ( alfo 
caufed more Cafes of Tweezers to bediftri- 
butcd; and after] had thanked them for all 

their 
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their favours, we mounted our horfes, taking 
the left-hand way to paflcthe nrft hill, and 
coming to the top ot it we turned on the 
right hand towards the South, whence we 
difcovered a Plain at a great diftiince. where- 
in were abundance of green Trees, alfofertii 
Corn-fields, and rich Meadows bedecked 
with great variety of flowers and herbs ; 
through which keeping our Road, wedrevy 
neer to three Adonnrds^ou the skirts of a lit- 
dcHiil by a fruitful valley ; to the Cheqs of 
which, Cheq Amur made a fign, for them to 
come to us, and they obeying his Summons 
brought with them ibmeMilk,Butter,Bread, 
and Eggs, our Servants likewife having kept 
the remainder of what had been drefled the 
night before . it being now about eleven a 
clock,we fate down to eate with Cheej Am^r^ 
after which giving fome Cafes of Tweezers 
totheC/>r^f,away we went, and rode till 
two a clock in the afternoon : at which time 
Che<jAmar advifed us to make a halt, being 
within a League of 7Vc4, to expeft the bag- 
gage which we had left behind. In the 
meanwhile he and Cheq Abdalafis loft no 
time, but went dire£lly forward to the King, 
to give him an account of onr Voyage be- 
fore our arrival . having left order with Ifn 
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BenAUoti, thatfofoofi astherearof our 
Caravan was cOme up to us, wc Ihould march 
ftraight to Tez.,,, where he would be ready 

to receive tis. . rj c l un 

When we were on the tide ot the hill, 
dcfcending to this Plain, we coidd perceive 
at a creat niftance from us, the City ot Tez^a, 
which (lands on the North part of it. and is 
built on very high ground, but yer ot an ealw 
and pleafmg afcent, becaufe the Plain is ot fo 
large an extent, that we come infenfibly to 
the Town, without perceiving any up-hill. 
To look upon this City afar off,it appears 
to have been fomcthing more conliderablc 
thankis^tprefent, and that it is a Town 
which well defervcs to be a place ot rclidence 
for the Kings oi this Countrey . In (liort, it \\ 
the Propriety with which the cldcftSono! 
the Kin^of f rz. is alwayes invefted, and ac- 
counted the moft confiderable of all m 
Kingdom next the capital, which bears tht 
fame name with the Kingdom of fc z*. 

We\vercfainto wait about two houi?, 
e're all that we had left behind could conj( 
npto joyn'withus . during which, to paflf 
away out time, we walked in a little mca- 
dow Ticer the high way , not far from whcna 
ranafmall River, which we muft crolsw 

cnra 
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enter into the town » thither we alfo went, 
and diverted our fclves, beholding the water 
glide fvvittly by us, making a pleafant mur- 
mur, byreafoa ot the many falls, and by 
ics rapidity (, increafed by forae late 
great Rains) in its continual motion and 
career from place 10 place: infomvich that 
all who pafli'cd that Road could not choofe 
but flop to conlid jr us, and thi-5 being a day 
of great refort to the City, i leave you to 
jiKig what multitudes we faw, and how 
much we were feen and gazed at. 

The report which King Aduln A^xid cau- 
kd to be fpread abroad of our coming, as 
well to do us honour, as tor his own advan- 
tage, was ol" great concernment to him, thai 
even tl^ City ot Fez. the old, yeilded at the 
very indant to his obedience, and feat Chetj 
Dea^Ul^ who had been their Governour, 
to know if it were true indeed, that the 
trench had fent an Ambaflador to King 
Mule J Arxld, 

I had forgotten to tell you , that from 
the top of the firf^ hill , from whence we 
difcovered TezJt , to the Meadow where 
we ftayed, which was about two Leagues, 
all along as we travelled through the Plains, 
we fiw on the fides of hills at leaft fifty fe- 

E 4 vera! 
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vcral j4d9t44rds^ from whence innumerable 
troops o{ Ainon came out of their Tents 
flocking to look upon us, and followed uj 
with theis Eyes as far ar they could difcern: 
]nfomuchthat the rumour which had runot 
our approach, being found true by our pre- 
fence, it gave to all the Adoors^ a new and 
more honourable efteem of their King Mh- 
tey Arxid ; iince fo great a Monaroh as the 
King oi France had i^nt his Subjects to him. 
In ettcit, this newes oi1ely,had already ftruck 
old fezs with fuch a terror, as 1 have related, 
that it obliged the Inhabitants to furrender. 
And there now being onely the New Town 
which refifted the King CHuley Arxid^ he 
laying hold on the occafion, fent thither im- 
mediately fourfcore Adouards^ to joyn with 
thofc who already clofely be(ieged it, giving 
out alfo a report that he would fend to them 
as many more, and that fo foon as I fliould 
begone, hehinifelf would come thither in 
perfon. 

Cheii Deaghdy Governour of fev the 
Old, being arrived at Tck.* before us, expe- 
^ed us there, and was himfelf witnefs of 
the Honour, Civilities, and Careflcs, which 
the King MnUy Arxid 6iA me . and at the 
inftant that he faw me come in, he difpatched 

a

a Courrler to Fesi the Old, to alTurc ihcm 
that there Wis nothing more ceruin than 
the arrival of Captain t'^oLmd : rejm at 
Trt4, and that he himfelf was wirnefs of my 
Entry. 

Jc is not to be believed what an impreiUon 
this made upon the people ^ at leafl: to hxsc 
feen,aswedid, all the high-wayes to the 
City thronged with fuch valt multitudes, that 
although we were yet in the Plain, and had 
nOvSuburbs to pafle through in enti'ing into 
the City, we could not neverthelefs but with 
great difficulty, get to the Gates : and when 
we had crowded in , the Streets, though 
broad, now were fo narrow for us, that our 
Piorfes could not take a flep forwards, with- 
out treading upon the feet of the people. 
Wherefore our Condudors , and twenty 
Negroetoi ihc King's Guard, which were 
fent to help us to break through the Throng, 
were forced to call out inceilantly to them, 
^aUcy ^slecy which is to fay, make roow^ 
nuke r9omy yet for all this would they not be 
perfwaded to range ihemfelves andma'\cus 
wgiy, until at laft that they were ncceffitatcd 
toufe violence to the tranfported multitude, 
and to drive them up to heaps by force ot 
Armcs. So that from the entrance of the 

City, 
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City, to the houfe which they had prepared 
for us, although it was not more than a thon. 
fand paces, we fpent above an hour in going 
it. And yet though we were come to the 
very doors, it was no eafie matter to get in ; 
for we muft renew all our endeavours to ma'.e 
way through the Prefs, although ther.^ had 
been twelve other BUckj ever lince mornino 
to fecure the entrance, and hinder the Crowi 
from thrufting in ; neverthelefs it was impof- 
fiblefor them to keep themfelves mafters, 
and force the multitude to let us in, untillali 
the Blades together put themfelves into a 
pofture of falling upon them,and not fparing 
any that Ihould not give us way. 

I would have endeavoured to fatisfie all 
their curiofities at leifure, but I was after- 
wards informed, that i f the AV^r^'ff/, who 
know the prying humour of the people 0: 
this conntrey, had not thus dealt with then]. 
we Ihould never have been able to hav: 
made an end with them : yet for all this it m 
five a clock e're we could get to reft out 
felves in our houfe : ' where immediately 
Cheq Amtr came to vifit me from the Kins 
iMnUj Arxid, and offer me his fervice, ac 
qaatnting me by His order, '^ That He bad 
* nude me Maftcr of all his Countrey, ana 

alTurd 
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affured me, that I (liould not return from 
'it, until I had all manner of facisfa^^ion 
th.U 1 could dclire as to my voyage, and at 
* grant oFall my demands ; and thit 1 lliould 
'not think o' any thing, but taking my re- 
' pofe,and refrclhing my fe!f for three dayes, 
' after which he would give me audience. 

My expe'?l:ation was fruftrated by this 
meffage, tor I fuppofedit would have been 
within two or three hours after our Arri- 
val J wherefore 1 thanked Ckeq Amar, and 
imreaied him to procure that a fooncr time 
might be prefixed for that purpofe ; but he 
embracing and kiffing me, took his leave, 
and went to tell the iving, that I was defirous 
to come and thank his Majcfty for his Civili- 
ties» and the teftimonies ot his Friendlhip. 

Immediately after dfi^ A mar was gone 
out, came Mabamet AUtb the King's Stew- 
ard , and with him two Seji^rnrs , who 
brought a large Bafon ot four foot Diameter, 
wherein were a dozen of white earthen 
Dilhes , filled with abundance of Fowles 
both boyled and rofted, alfo Beef, • Mutton » 
and Vealjdrefled after diverfe taihions ; like- 
wife variety of ComletSjof (weet Cakes, and 
many other things to be eaten made of Su- 
gar, and all round about this was laid fine 

light 
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light bread, which they prefentcd us with; 
in which we found wherewith fufEciently to 
content our appetites . for it was ail verj* 
good, and well drefTed, withSatfron, Butter 
which they call Mantegue^ and Sugar. 

After we had fupped, Jacob Farientc, Ijt 
BinAhdou^ dSiA Mahamet Elmetigny^ did 
fo Hkewife . and when they had done, our 
^vants fate down to it: after which, the 
IQegroes carried back the Bafon, and Dilks, 
when it feemed we had fcarce touched theiD, 
fo well had they been filled with meat. 

At night ^/?^^ Amar^ and Cheq AUaU- 
fis came again to fee me, and ftayed until 
ten a clock with us. I asked if I ihouldhave 
my Audience the next day, but they told 
roe, I needed not to difquiet my felf, for thai 
the King MmUj ^rxid having learnt, in 
what manner Perfons lliould be received, 
when they came from fo great a Monarch as 
the King oi France^ would not fail in any 
thing; that at the end of thr^e dayes he 
would give me Audience, and that 1 might 
promifemy felf all fatisfadion imaginable, 
as to my buHncfs. 

For certain this difcourfe was pleafing e- 
uough to me, fince I perceived the particular 
efteem which they had for our Invincible 

Monarch 
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Monarch, the reputation of whofe valour 
nakes him known in the moft remote and 
noft barbarous Countreys : But the impa- 
jence which is natural to the French Nati- 
n,m^<JemefufFer difcontent amidft foma- 
lyteftimoniesof Friendfhip, aud fuchmuU 
phcityofCarelles, by the defire I had ot 
eeing the King ^Vlulcy vifrA/V, and Isnowing 
ihat would be the fuccefs of our voyage. 
khoughall appearances mademeconjeaure,* 
hat It could not but be moll advantageous 
t being then very late, ( hec^ Amar and 
^^^^^/^yfx willicd us a good night, and 
eparted, leaving us to take a little repofe: 
lit we had fcarce elofed our Eyes to deep 
re we heard at ihe door our Friend Mahal 
« A'tib^ with four Negron ^yfiho brought 
iththem two Bafons, in each of which was 
roafted Mutton all entire, with Bread lafd 
)iind about it. 

^Acob ParUnte, and Jfa Ben Aldou^ who 
itred not from us, told us, that we muft 
«, <?at lea« feera fo «o do ^ therefore rai- 
ngmyfelfup, more opprefled with fleep 
lan hunger, we took fome morfels of this 
eat, which I may confidently affirm was 
lemoft excellent and of the moft favourv 
"ilhthatlhave ever tafled ; And after I 

had 
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had protefted to Altih^ that we had ^o:i 
this onely out of complacence to him,! pray 
ed him to coniider that we had morencedo 
reft, than any thing elfe. 

The next morning, being the tw^cy f: 

venth ot . ^r//, /^^^ ^»»<«r was at our doDi 

by five a clock, to bid rae good morrow ; I 

had no fooner opened to him, but he pcrcci 

vcd my trouble,and asked me thecaule otn 

1 told him, that notwitQanding all thcfepk: 

fures, which were fufficient to charmc ir,; 

greuteft i>ricf, 1 futfertd neverchelefs an Id; 

lerable pain, by the impatience I had oiu; 

ingth- i\ing CM^uUy A^xld, and that it w. 

from hence 1 expeAed an entire faiislacii^ 

oua my voyage, that he would ob.ige r:- 

in uling hismmoll: endeavours tor advaiia 

this happy day, which could onely b:i:< 

comtort to my difquiet. 

This motion was entertained with It. 
good tortone, that Chet^ Amar having w: 
infinite arguments reaffured me ot his \m 
lhip,asa!roofthe kings, and kindly enib: 
ced mc, went ftraight to the K ing, who i 
mediately asked fiim, if he had Tccn me, 2 
how I did: to which Chcq Am^ir repii* 
chathejuft now came from me, and m 
{ecmcdmore raelauchoUy than ordinan 
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ufed to be. The King then asked him, if he 
could guefs at the caufe, and bad him rake 
care to divertife me. But Cheq Amar^viho 
had fworn by his Head that he would fcrve 
me, faid to him, Sir, it vvillbeneedle^s,foi 
Captain RoUiiii trejiu is as much in love 
with your xMajefty, as a Gallant that is very 
paffionate of hisMiftrefs, and cannot have 
any contentment but in her iight, and to 
whom all other things are altogether m^. 
kient J 'tis for this reafon^ that the grearcft 
•ieafure you can do him, is rather to give 
lim the fatisfaclion hedefires, whkh will be 
he welcomeft Ncwcs . and chat the happiefl 
lay to him, wherein You ihall give him leave 
wait on You. 

Although the King LSiiaUy Arxld would 
lotconfent to this, the difcourfe neverthelefs 
vas not unpleafing to him : And notwith- 
landing he had feen me pafs by his Cafi:le» 
vhen 1 made ray entrance into the City, yet 
»ad he a mind that ( heq Amar Ihould give 
'~aCharaaer of me; which was perior- 
by him with a great deal ot jcy, as ha- 
|ng fo favourable an occalion offered of fer- 
ing his Friend. He then told him, that he 
»wi never feen a Perfon of fo great a refolu- 
oasi wasj foi' that fo foon as 1 had received 

Hi, 
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His Majefttes Letter, beyond hts expe(^atic 
I came on Shore, without demanding Ho- 
ftages ; and having told me upon the Road, I 
that I hail a good cjurage, that durll throw 
my fell into their hands without any prccdu- 
uoiM Iliad anfwercd him. how that wiiiii 
the true .^/c^^rj, there was no need to tbr, 
wh^n they had given their word, that! 
would not oncly truft them with my perfon, 
but with a!Il hud in the world, and that by 
the dealings 1 had had with them in the U\ 
vji»tOind\nfi.irUry, 1 kne V inwhatmin-i 
nerlmuft live with them, and theretore' 
had no great difficulty to do what I hid 
done, likewife that 1 promiftd myftlt.byl 
the help of God, a happy fuccefs of my voy. 
age, iinceicwasin all refpedsfo advanugc 
ous as well to the King, by the amity otio 
great a Monarch as ours, as to the Subject?, 
byreafonofthe Commerce which would hi 
dtablilhed betwixt one and the other, in- 
fomuch that there was nothing but his agree- 
mem to all that 1 hoped for> which couli 
draw roe from t"his melanchoUy, that the M 
ner he himfelf could confirm it tome by his 
mouth, would be the better for me. To 
which the King anfwered, Mhale^ chat is to 
fay, mtb all my heart ; whercfwe thenesi 
' moi-nind

morning he appointed to give me audience. 

So foon as Cheq Amar had heard this, he 
kiflfed the Kings head in token of his grati- 
tude i and after the King had asked him fome 
other things, of which he gave him an ac- 
\ count, he came to find me, and told me I 
would rejoyce to know that 1 Ihould have 
i my Audience next morning to my content, 
relating to me all that I have now been tel- 
ling you ; which I anfwered with my thanks, 
and prefented him with fome Boxes of Gon- 
ferves, Confers, and a Bottle of a/i^tia mi- 
I rdtlis. 

In the mean time ^/r/^, who had order 
I to caufe meat to be brought us thrice a day; 
Icame, ashehaddone in the morning, with a 
jgreat Bafon after the ufual manner filled with 
jfeveral forts of meats : which made Cheq A- 
v^AY take his leave of me, to let me eat my 
jDinner in quiet without difturbance,and em- 
jbracing rae,he bad me, G«/, Co/#/, that is to 
|fay, CAt, eat. 

We dined very well with our ufual Fare : 
but 1 began more than ever to think on the 
day of my Audience, and on the Difcourfe 
which I Ihould make in Spamjh 5 in regard 
JiuobT orient e my Interpreter, could not 
Ip^ak nor underftand any French- Durin^j 
F iheie 
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thcfeconfiderations, came a Moor^ to know 
if Jacofp T'lrleute was within,and to acquain 
him that C/>f^ Deagbal, Governourof Fg,^ 
wouia come to pay his civilities tomc; 
which T^x-itf*/ shaving told me, i anfwercd, 
that he intended me a great Honour, thai« 
yet I had not feen the King, otherwife 1 
would not have futFered him to be before 
hand with me, but would my felt have pre- 
vented him. 

This iWtfor going but juftout, to give hi 
Mifter an account of his Meffage, who wis 
not far off, quickly returned to tell me, tha: 
he was at the door himfelf ; infomuch thatl 
had fcarce the leifure to get over the threfc 
old of the houfe with "Tarientey ere 1 faw 
my felf in the armes of Chci^ Dea^baLm- 
braced fo ftraightly,and with fo much frienc- 
ftiip and love,ihat 1 was much furprized at it. 
Having brought him into the houfe, ani 
commanded fome Culhions to beprefentd 
to him, He fiift fate down on the ground, ani 
I after him, uoon two Carpets, that wn 
fpread on the Moor ; where he beginning tht 
difcourfe, told me, that the report which wai 
fpread abroad of my arrival in that Coun- 
trey, had obliged him to come from Fez. ik 
Old, whereof he wa» Govcrnonr, to know 
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the truth of it, that the Inhabitants had ex- 
pedcd the news with much impatience, and 
that fo foon as I had entred the City- gates, 
he hid dilpatched away an Exprefs, to affure 
them that he had feen me • and likewife that 
at his leaving me he purpofed to fend yet a- 
gain another Moor to let ihem further know, 
that he had fpoken with, and embraced me ; 
that King MtiUy Arxid was happy in having 
the friendihip ot fo great a Monarch as th« 
King of Fr.iHce : and that this, together with 
his great valour, and prudent condu6l, was 
furticicnt to make him Mafter of all the coun- 
trey. 1 was not mute, and wanted not for 
matter to enlarge upon, in fo fpaiious a field: 
And to make him more fenfible of the power 
and greatnefs of our Monarch , J told him 
that the King Mnlcy Arxld^ feconded and 
affilled by thearme of the King of france^ 
would be able to engage in any enter prife, 
and nothing would be difficult to him ; that 
he needed not flay long to fee the effeds of 
it, if there were occalion, and that I was al- 
raoft dead with impatience, untill I was di- 
fpatched away back again, that i might pub- 
Hlh through all Eutope the Grandeur and 
Magnificence of King Mttlcy Arxid^and that 
1 had now Subject enough to fwcar by his 
Head. F 2 Thi$ 
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This free way of f peaking, which is very 
acceptable to iWMoors^ infinitely pleafed 
( heq DeagL^l . who in condufion of our 
conference made me a thoufand proteftations 
of his friendfhip: and knowing that with 
thefe people, our hands Ihould be always 
ready to give, I made a fign to bring roe 
fome Boxes of Sweet- meats, Brafil Tobacco, 
Tweezers, and Knives, which I with my 
own hand prefcnted to him ; he was furpri- 
zed at my Generofity, and in receiving them 
he profcffed that he took them, 'to the end 
he might be in arrears to me, that he would 
keep them all his life for a remembrance of 
me, and that if his good fortune Ihould per- 
mit him to fee me at fez,, he would witnefs 
by real etfefts the fenfe which he (hould ever 
have of my Civilities. After this he ftayed 
about an hour with me, and if he had not 
been fent for by the King, he had tarried yet 
longer : for it feemed it was with trouble 
that he bad me farewell, and with much affe- 
^ion afluredmeofhis readinefs tofervemc. 
He was no fooner gone, but Cheq Jmr, 
and Che^ AldaUfisy came to fee me, and 
found fuch a throng of Moors in the Court, 
that they were aftoniflied at the fight, and 
therefore cl\id thofe "H^e^rocs^ the Kings Ser- 
vants, 
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vants, which we had alwayes ready at the 
door to wait upon us • who to excufc them- 
felves, told them, that unlefs they fliould 
ufe violence, it was irapoflible to hinder the 
Croud from entring in. Wherefore Cheq 
t/itnar fpake to them, onely faying, Ami- 
chi haftronhcy which is to fay, Farewell^ he 
gone, when immediately they every one 
made hafl: to be going out . fo refpeftful are 
they to their Cheqs, and obedient to all their 
Commands. 

All this Rabble being marched off, Cheq 
^mar and Cheej AUaUfs invited me out 
for my recreation, to take the Air, and make 
the time fecm lefs tedious till morning . but 
1 told them, that all I could fee was not fuf- 
ficiem to afford me any divertifement, that 
Ithould haveleifurc enough for that after- 
wards, when 1 had made my Complement, 
and paid my Devoires to the King Mulej 
AtxU : wherefore they again aflured me, 
I Ihould have Audience the next day without 
fail, although they knew not whether or no 
it would be in the morning,or afternoonjthat 
Ilhould not however diftruft the word of 
their Prince, nor at it feem any more difqui- 
cted : but thefe reafons could not hinder me 
from pafling the following night very ill, at 

the 
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the uncertainty of the fucccfs of my negoiia- 

The next morning,being the twenty eighth 
ot Apy'd, I ftaid not in bed till day-lighr, 
knowing that the Moors are early Rifers.and 
fearing they would come to call n?, 1 caufed 
all my Retinue to get up and drefs ihem- 
(clves: we were no fooner ready, but C^ 
^iW4«r according to his cuftorae came to give 
roe the good Morrow, and feeing me quite 
drefled, " I will lay a wager (laid he) thou 

* haft not flept all this night, through the im- 

* patience thou hudft of ieeing the day, which 
*at laftiscome, and thou Ihalr now ha« 

* what thou haft fo much wiftied for. 

The Curiofiiy which King A-fptUy Arxii 
had,of informing himfelf every day whether 
or no we had eaten well, having obliged him 
to asMt the foregoing night oi CM Ahmt\ 
^/^/^ his Steward, and he telling him, no; 
the King believed that the Meat had not 
been drelTed well to our Pallar, and there- 
fore commanded we fiiould have brought us 
in the morning feven fat Sheep, two great 
veflels of Butter, two of Honey, and two ot 
fweet Oyl, with a Purfe ot HUfiquiilt!, 
though they brought us but three hurdrol 
tnd torty. So that I received the Prefent, be- 
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ing in company with Checj Amar -^ and at 
the fame time 1 caufed to be given to Al.thu - 
met Altih the fumme of fix and thirty Liuers 
in twelve Piafiers^ which was done in view 
ot' the twelve Moors^ who had helped to 
bring the Prefent, whom 1 alfo rewarded : 
and 1 returned my thanks to his Majeftyac 
the fame inftanc by Che(^ Am^r, who poftcd 
to the King, to acquaint him with what plea- 
jure 1 received all that had been fent mc^ and 
with how much liberality I had p/atified 
them who brought it to me. 

Notwithftanding all this, they failed not 
the fame day at eight a clock in the morning, 
and again at two in the afternoon, to bring 
more good Cheer wherewithal! to feafl; us, 
with as much fupcrBuity and abundance as 
they were accuftomed ; and yet one thing 
was very troublefome and unpleafant ro U5, 
which, for whilft we were eating, as alfo 
between Meals, we could never be free from 
the fight and company of great rmmbers of 
intruding Guefts, who came to admire oul* 
talhion and manner of earing, 1 having cau« 
Ted to be brought with me Silver fpoons and 
Forks for our ufe, alfoKnives,Table-linnen, 
and Cups, which the Moors ^i^ altogether 
unacquainted with 5 who ufe no other thing 
F 4 in 
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Jn eating then their hands onely, ordering 
their Meat, when dreffed, to be all exaftly 
cut into morfels : wherefore at every meai 
time, if the Negroes that attended us had 
not hindered the Croud from ihrufting ina- 
mongft us, we fliould fcarcc have been able 
to have found room enough to lit down in. 

We were no fooner rifen from dinner, but 
Che^ Amar czmtto give us notice, that at 
five a clock in the afternoon he was comraan- 
ded from the King A//</f7 t^^rxid his Ma- 
fter, to attend me to the Caftle, who would 
be there ready to receive me • that 1 Ihould 
get all things in order, which I purpofed to 
carry with me, left I Ihould make them ftay 
■for me : So that as foon as he was gone (ha- 
ving firft prcfented him with fome Boxes oi 
Sweet-meats) I ordered my Servants to put 
up into a Trunk all the Curiofities, which 1 
had to prefent to the King Mu/eji Jrxii. 
and as tor thofe things which 1 could not 
make to go in, I caufed them to be fet apart 
to be carried by his Islearoes. 

Chfij Amnr failed not to come to conduct 
me to the Caftle, at the hour which had been 
commanded him,and brought with him Cht!\ 
^UaUfis^ and three or tour ofhisfiiend?, 
together with thirty iV^^r<?ri of the King's 

Guard 
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Guard, to make way for us : for the news 
which had been blazed abroad ot'our arrival, 
and ot the day wherein the King AlnUy Ar- 
*/(/ was to give us Audience, drew fuch a 
world ot people from ail parts into Tes^a^ 
that they artured.me the like numbers had ne- 
ver been known there before j infomuch that 
it was believed the whole Countrey was 
come to fee us. 

We departed then from our Lodging at 
five a clock in the afternoon, on Wednelday 
the eight and twentieth of -^py//, in this or- 
der. Ten Negroes marched before to clear 
the way for us ; whom the four hloorSy 
friends olChecj Amar^ followed, and 1 after 
them , having ( hec^ ^mik on my right 
hand, Cheq AhLiUlis on my leir, and tive 
Ne^rots on each ii^t. Behind us came the 
6icur Z?tf/<fr/.f , and De Liiftre^ and next to 
them followed the Sieurs Bojfe and Vificc/it 
David . and in the rear, all our Servants,and 
the Blackj that attended u?, as well rhofe 
who carried the Trunk of Knacks, the iMuf- 
l<ets, Piftols, and otlier things, of which I 
defigned to make my Prefent ^ as thofe o- 
thers, who with Clubs, and other weapons 
in their hands, ftaved off the Croud or Peo- 
ple, that thronged us in fuch a manner on all 

fides. 
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fides, thit although we purpofely flrucki'n. 
to a back way to avoid them, yet were wc 
forced to be above an hour, in going litde 
more than a mile, it being fo fartromour 
houfe to the CalUe. 

When we were gotten about halt way, 
we could fee nothing but Tents and Pavilion? 
from thence to the Caftle, all of them ol 
different falhions, and each having a Stand- 
ird or Banner rail'e.l up on the top of it,whh 
their fcveral diftinaions in diverfe colours 
wrought on them, but the latter ftill furpaf. 
fine the former in beauty. All the Chiefs 
flood at the entrance oc their 1 enrs, holding 
their Launces ready in their hands, and each 
of them five adS twenty or thirty Perfonsoi 
OflScers by their fides : who,as we paflcd by, 
»ll Ihouted out Jaying, Salimha, that is ro 
{zy^Gii faveyoH, Being come totheCa- 
ftle'-gate, it was jmpoffiblc but we Ihould 
find all manner of favour and refpea, as well 
in regard the King himlelf had given order 
for our admittance ; as alfo that ( hec^ Am^r 
had thruft fome pieces of money into tfie 
Porters hand, who though he feemed to be 
furprifed at it, yet had more wit than tore- 
fijfe them. 

The Caftle ftanding upon an hill,we could 
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Tec at our going in at the Gate a large Plain, 
into which we had a moil plcafant proi'pea, 
ishr as we could difcern, though it was 
iuch ob%uaed by the vaft number of Tent» 
nd Pavilions which were there . as alfo by 
he great multitudes of people : and to pafl'e 
hrough thefe we had yet five hundred paces 
"urther, having all along on our left hand a 
/Vail, againft which as alfo on the other fide 
,vere the Souldiers placed in their ranks, 
ihrough the midft of whom we went in the 
"amc manner as we had done before. 

We being come to the corner of the wall, 
ivereto turn quite upon our lek hand,having 
eft the Plain on our right.&in our wav we 
aw eight pieces of Field-Cannon mounted, 
our of which were planted tovvaicls liie gate 
)f the Caftle, two towards the Caillc. and 
he other two towards the Plain on the hxii- 
ide. 
We had not gone above a hwndrcd paces 
ill forward through this vaft Croud ol peo- 
Ic, ere we came to the Portal of a very

Throne over the four corners were fourEa. 
gles heads of Silver, curionfly nnade ; and to 
the two hindermoft was faftned a rich Cano- 
py of Slate. 

The great throng of people which ftaid 
waiting in the Court to fee us, (fo foon as we 
cntred) turned their heads to look upon us, 
and I being juft within the Portal, and feeing 
that Malty Arxid had not yet efpied us, for 
he was talking to two Moral?nes(oY Priell?) 
who were (landing on his left haud, I madei 
flop, untill he had turned about, andcaftirg 
his Eyes this way, had perceived mc.lookirg| 
very earneftly upon me. 

1 at that inftant taking my Hat in 
hand, and bowing down, made him a pro- 
found reverence ; and after that, walkingto 
the middle of the Court, carrymg all thii| 
while my Hat in my hand, I made anothe: 
very low Bow 5 and being advanced to vviilv 
in ten paces of the King M«/tf7 ^rxid, wb 
was ftill in this little Amphitheatre, and feai- 
ed in his Throne : After 1 had faluitt 
him, he looking ftedfaftly and plealingiy 
upon me , faid to me , fpeaking in tk

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\^ the ncwes of my coming and arrival 
ar Tez.a made a great noife, the reading of 
this Letter, which King C^uUj Arxid cau- 
kdi to be done in publick, occanoned a much 
greater, fo that there was nothing to be 
heard but Lo»g live KiKg {^11 LET 
ARXI D^ and his friend LEii IS^ the 
Potent King of France. Thx^ was firfl known 
within the Town of New f-'ez,^ and caufcd 
thereupon the -^/c-*?/<iorGovernour to think 
of fecuring his head by retiring himfelf, well 
knowing, that he could not ftand againftthc 
force ot King AMey Arx'id^ to whom now 
all things gave way, after the encourage- 
ment which he had now received by offers of 
Alliance from the King ot" France, 

The Difcourfe, which I made in Spa- 
ftijh, to the end that Jacol^ Par tenth mine In- 
terpreter nrjight nnderftand it, was rendered 
word for word into Aahick^; and whilfl: 
J^cob Pariente repeated ic, I obferved much 
fatisfaOion in the countenance of King Mh- 
lej Arxid, as likewife in that of the Mora- 
^/ff/, who,as 1 faid, fate by him croffe-legg'd 
on a large Carpet fpread oq the Ground.

Hereupon he ask'd me, what 1 thouglu of the 
Gountrey, and the People, and whether I 
had met vvith any thing which gave me aiiy 
difturbance in my Journey, and if according 
10 his Order J had been received with thac 
kindnefsand friewUhip which I might tx- 
pta. 1 replied, that it had been all along fo 
great, that I could not but admire it, and 
that I was impatient to give a relation there- 
of to my Friend the Sieur RoyetyViY^xxx 1 had 
left cmbarqued at the Port of AlhoHsiema j

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that I was a little cojjcern'd for, and apprc- 
henfive of his condition, fince that having 
left him in a place unpeopled, and having no 
defence within the Port, thofc who envied 
our ha/ppinefs and fettlement, might ealily 
contrive feme delign againft us ; and that 
there was nothing hindered me fronibeta- 
kinginy felf thjther, but the expedation of 
receiving his Commands. fVeil (faid he) 
VFe mil provide, all things^ axd vciU together 
mthyQuUy doivu thst method^ which (hall Le 
neceffaryfor the acccomfiijhwg of nhjit QUght 
to h performed. 

At lengxh he ask'd me, if J could procure

the fame manner that h€ had brought tnc 

thiiher. 

Thofe who brought thither the Cheft, 
and the other Prefents which we had prepa- 
red tor i he King, were not admitted within 
the Gate of the great Court, but expedcd 
there to receive our Orders : fo that atter 
w^werepaft ths Gate, Cheq AmAr took 
them into his Charge, and went to prefent 
them all unto the King, with whom he ftaid 
atleaft halt an hour : lor the King, after he 
had rkeived the Key from him> caufed the 
C heft to be opened in his prefence, ard ha 
ving riirn'd over what was in it, he pitch'd 
upon four Rofaries of Coral, and a dozen 
pair of Bracelets of ftnall Pearl , and alfo 
fix Nec-lices, which itought when i carne 
from Barcelotia.^ wbich:hc the more eftee- 
med, beeaufe they would ferve for the ufe of 
his four VVives, for he had no more at that 
time, but they fay he hath now a Seraglio^ 
like the Grand Seigneur's at CcnftaminopU, 
The King pefceiving^ that Chetj Amarhid 
quitted us, to attend the Ceremony of bring- 
ing in thefe Prefents, made a fign to him to 
return to us again. While he was abfent,! 
entertained my felf with a wonderful pro- 
fpcC^ towards a large verdant Plain, exten- 
ding 
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ding it felf from North-North-Eaft unco the 
South . and about eight or itn Leagues Au 
llant I difcovered that vaft mountain ^-ItUf^ 
covered with Snow almoft half its delcenr. 
1 could not any further enlarge my profped, 
beeaufe my light was terminated by a large 
Wall, which compafl'ed about the Hill 
whereon ftood the Caftle. In this Plain 
there were pitched more than an hundred 
Tents and Pavilions, with a prodigious num- 
ber of men, which were all of the King*> 
Guard : I could not for a long time iorbeir 
to admire thefe things, and my Curioliiy 
was renewed upon the return o{'Che<f Arn^r^ 
who embracing me, told me that the h\r\g 
was much fatisfied with my Prefent, and had 
commanded him to return n-: Thanks. ^ but I . 

excusing my felf, :old him, :hat Kings and JT^ 
perfons of his Gentrafiny, had regard to the %^ 
good will of the Donour, rather tlviu to the j 

Prefent ; and it it Ihoiild plcafeCjod to ring 
me back fafe into Fr./«cr, 1 Ihou'd acqit.r rny 
felf better by the acknowkdgmenc \vh/ch I 
Ihould make of his \ avour-jfince we can pre- 
fent nothing to Gftat perfons which will rot 
come much ir.ort of their worth, bur 1 iliould 
hereby have the faiisfaftion of being accoun- 
ted not ungrateful : Whereupon he replyed. 

Go, 
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*Go vou arc too obliging, and without 
« doubt your manner of behaviour m all 

< vour aaions, and cfpecially in giving is 
* worthy of a fpecial confideration, the<^. 
^nerofiry whereof the King hath taken hn- 

< gular notice of, and intends not to be wan- 
« ting in the returnof his Favours. 

1 Ihould be here too blame, it 1 did not 
pive an account of the Perfon of this Great 
King, although the Report of his Viaories 
joynM to what I have already rc^ated,argues 
that it muft needs be believed, that 1 hall 
wanr words to fet forth a man, whofe valour 
doth fo far exalt him above what he already 
K that if it were poffible to find any other 
Prince who might be thought^wonhy to 
fliare the Title of the Invincible Conquerour 
with the Monarch of Frana, it would be 
this man withoitt doubt . after the dangers 
whcreunto he hath expofed himfclt trora 
which he rcturneth with the fame plcalant- 
nefs and good meen, as if he came from a Ball 
or Feaft. It is certain that his Generolity, m 
rewarding the leaft valiint aaion in his Soul- 
diers, fcrveth him for a Buckler, and that e- 
very one who hath any fcnfc of honour,puts 
himfelf forward to fight in his prcfence, that 
he mrf^it an Eye-wimcfs of their behaviour: 
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and he being alwayes at the head of his men, 
he that would have him a Spedator of his 
valour,muft be fure to be with the foremoil ; 
fo that his Prowefs being back'd by that of 
his Souldiers, makes its way through all that 
it attempts, and nothing is able to Hand be- 
fore him. But not to leflen his Glory by 
the (lender commendations which 1 give him, 
1 Ihill reaflume my difcourfe : He is aged 
about forfy four years, of a middle ftature, 
big made,which neverchelefs is no hindcrance 
to his aaivity \n any thing ; he has a very 
handfomehead, and large forehead, with a 
Countenance very comely and agreeable, 
which furprizes all that fee him, and difpofes 
them to love him at the firft fight, but yet 
much more when he is better known 
to them by his Aftions and Ciencrofiiy. 
His Vifage as well as Perfon is mulata ^ 
(that is to fay,blickilh) but yet not with any 
thing of uncomelinefs. His bather, King ot 
T^/etta^ who was white like one of us be- 
gat him of a womim that was bUck, but very 
well lliap'd, whofe beauty invited him to take 
her to his bed j and having none but this Son 
by her, he loved him more entirely than 
thofe which he had by his other Wives, as it 
he had prefagcd that his valour would here- 
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after Turvive in this his Off-fpring, and thar 
he ihould thereby recover the Kingdoms of 
7afi!ett4iy Fez, and Marocco^ all which had 
formerly been in his poffeflion. One might 
difcover in his countenance a warlick and na- 
tural averfion from all flothtulnefs, and an 
inclination feverelyto punilh the mifcarria- 
ges thereof; which is the reafon that all his 
people are very punftual in obfervirg his 
Commands. His Eyes are black, large and 
fparkiing, and are the Gufs wherein you 
may difcover the Genetofity ot his^ Heart, 
and y«u may therein very eafily difcern ei- 
ther his joy or forrow ; his Mouth, where- 
with he fpeaks pleaiamly at all times, unleffe 
when he pronouncetli ftnience againl"^ Cri- 
minals^ draws admiration trom aii that hear 
fiim: His Beard, which is or a dark Chefnut 
colour, and already inclining to be gray, fets 
him off with an excellent grace, he wears it 
long,and cut round : his triumphant Hands, 
as well as his Body, are alwayes in aaion 
though he fits, for turning himfelf up and 
down to thofe to whom he fpeaks, he always 
accompanies his-Speech with fome geilures. 
His THrkjih habit is no hinderance to hi5 
warlike mcen : in Ihort, there is nothing a- 
bouthim>but what is fo taking and admira- 
ble, 
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ble, that one mud netds fay,Jhe is a mod ac- 
complifh'd perfon, one of Nature's Favou- 
rites, and the chiefeft of Fortune's; one that 
hath a protection from Heaven, although 
diffen ting from us in Religion, God making 
ufe of his valour to fccure the Chriflians from 
the Piracies and incurfions which the Cor. 
(ctirs of Algier^ I unu^ and Tripolji , make 
daily upon us . which he will eafily do, when 
once he hath made himfelf Mafter of the 
CodiH o[ 1 a^i^ar^y which doth all of it al- 
ready tremble at the approach of his Armies. 
To tell you the truth, 1 was very much plea - 
fed with the prefcnce of this Prince, and 
with that which 1 am g ing to relate to you, 
which Che^ Amar Uilcovered by the jov of 
my countenance, as (oon as he returne%|h- 
tome, who cold me, *' It was very eafie to 
* difcover ray prefent fatisfadion , which 
^ would be much increafed by the private 
'Audience which thr : ing intended to grant 
1' me, wherein he purpokd to unbofome him- 
I* felf in relation to lvi tilings which I could 
defire, intreaiingniCj not to think of any 
thing for the tuture,but of enjoying my feU, 
which would be a means of his doing the 
I'Ke. And after we had embraced one ano- 
her, we returned to our houfe in the fame

croud of people, who could not be fatisfied 
with the firft fight. 

The morning following, being Thurfday

wherewith not acquainting me, he came to 
me and defired a Box of Sweet- meats, and a 
icw Plums, and told me he would be back in 
a moment, neverthelefs he ftaid a conlidera-

came with an intent to make our addrefs un- 
to him, which- muft needs much afflia him^ 
for he might at our arrival have as eafily en- 
thron'd himfelf,as his Son in law Mttl: y At- 
xid had done fince : but we were the lefs 
concerned for him, becaufe he was treated 
very honourably. 

Jdcolf Pariente returning, told me, that be

alhoaflureme, that if at any time there 
wereoccadon, he would lay down his life 
for mine, that he had a great deal of pleafure 
m feeing me pafs, and thathedefir'd nothing 
more than to be in a condition toferveme 
This difcourfe much furpriitd me, and caufed 
miOitWjucob /^^r/f/^/r.ihat J much wonder- 
ed at his difcretion and condud, to hold con- 
lerence with one whom MnUy ^rxU kept 
prifoner: but he told me, 1 was miftaken 
that he had indeed about one hundred men 
neer his perfon. but they are onely to attend 
and guard him. and thereupon fmilinp. Do 
youthmk (faid he) that I was fofottiikas to 
do this of my felt ? have I not others here to 
iear as well as you? efpecially the Jews, who

charmed our Senfes ; and that vUiicivmade ir 
more delightful, was the corapaiinP them 
with Mount y4r/^, which is alwayes cove- 
red with Snow on tiie ijppcr half. South.- 
wftwe difcovered thp Road that leas lo 
^^^ which is two daycs Journey from 7 r- 
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;c.t, andchis was our diveriifetnent, till the 
Night conftrained us to return home. 

None of the former nights feemedto me 
fo long as thi5,in which I expeaed with fome 
impatience the approach of the next day, be- 
ing Friday th;: 30 of Aftll, that I might re- 
cci^c from the King's mouth the dircftions 
which I expeaed for the manner of my fet- 
ling and trading in his Countrey -, and al- 
though he hid affuredroe in general, that I 
might command any thing, yet had I drawn 
up fome Articles to propofeto him, thatwc 
might come to an agreement about whit 
ftiouldbe neceffary. Cheq y4»f4r coming to 
bid me good morrow, I ask'd him if he came 
to call me to the Treaty? he told roe, no, for 
that would not be till about four of the clock 
afternoon , at which time we (hould have 
a private and a free conference j in the mean 
while,tell me (faid he,) did you not, when 
youwalk'dlaft night upon^the walls, takea 
great deal of plcalure in viewing the good 
countrey ^round about? yes, replied I, but 
fliould like it much better,if it were cultivate 
and manured after the manner of France^ and 
that will be the great advantage which yoa 
mayho^e for trom a comnaunication with 
the Frtnchy that they will teach you the An 
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of uniting pleafure with profit, who by their 
great induftry have learn d the Art of ma- 
king things, inthemfdvesinconfiderabie, to 
prove vaftly advantagious. Whcreunro he 
anfwered : You (ay tenth . but fince men ge- 
nerally loving id lenefs, if your countrymen 
were placed.in a Land, that without labour 
and pains would artbrd them all the ncceflk- 
jicsforJil'e, itis probable that they -would 
abate much of thdr indgflry and diligence, 
lagreewithyou, replycdl, that if we were 
born dnely tor our feivcs, there would be 
lefs ntQd. of fo much arc, .but becaufe we are 
concerned iikewife for: the: iHterefl of others, 
wcought.tdenJeavoup fomething that may 
be proficablb to oiir countrey, and ufeful to 
poftcriiyjj.Our conterehcc. had been longer, 
it they hadrnotadvcrtifcd us, that it was time 
taSnti iot MAhomct AH\(? came to me 
from the King, and prefented me with two 
Muttons with ^ 7 7 Summer-pears, telling me 
thati.lhould hot fail of a private Audience 
after Dinner, in acknowledgment of Vvhich 
kindnefs i gave him iS Ttaflres^ which a- 
mount to 4 8 French Liairu 

Although the morning had been very 
clear and calme,. yet about Noon the Air.be- 

H gan 
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gant(»bc troubkd ^ and a Wcftern wind 
Mew with fuch violence, that we began to 
doubt left feme mifcbicf might befall ib ; ne- 
wrthcleft Chetf Am^r came to me about 
five of rfiC'Clock to cJaH me forth, with whom 
Ivim^ accomj^anied pnely with the Sieui 
DtiMda^znA'P^ieiitci when wc wercncer 
thcCaftle, it began to rain fo violently, that 
wewere forc'dtotakc ihelter in Cbe^ J. 
m^r's houfe, where his Brother in law and 
his Kindred came to fee me, and fliewed mc 
agrcatdcalofrefpeA. We continued there 
till fcven of the clock, all which time it rai- 
ned without any intermiffioa: but when it 
ceafed, we fent to the Gaftlc, to know if we 
might iec the King, bui the Meflengerre- 
turning brought with him the Sieur Oefar- 
V€SofBaptfy who told me that the King in- 
deed had «3^eaed me, but there being fome 
company with him at prefent, he- had fent 
him to aflureme, that on the morrow wc 
ihCPuldnOtfailtobe difparch'd, and chat he 
had given him leave to embarque with us: 
whccedpon I offered him not ooely 4iis paf- 
fage, but likewife Money for his nece/Tities j 
bai he told me, he defired onely to be fet on 
(horc in SfMn^ from whence he intended to 

go 
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go to foek his Maftets^ Mr. Jolj^^nd Mr.?/- 
ri>,whomheexpevi>ed rofind ztCadiK.. 

The Night fecmM to me very tedious and 
troublefomc, and to prefage what at chat 
dnie happened tojhe 6ieur Kojer, and our 
Shipi but as if it had been deiigned that a 
fmaU inconvenience ihould be the occafion 
of greater beneHts,'thc aflaulimade upon our 
Bark by« vcflel oi Algier^ which came for 
Ihelter into the fame Haven, made the King 
fcniible that there was need of fome Block- 
houfes to be built for the dctence of the Port, 
and the fecurity of Trade, fo that it is very 
probable that he wilf] give leave to do what is 
ncceflary for thjt purpofe. 

On Saturday the firft of iiif47, about ten 
in the morning, Cheei Arttxr came to me, and 
brought m^ a Letter from tMnUy Arxld to 
the Ring of trance, and told me, that his 
King had commanded to take care that we 
fliouidbe provided v;ith all things necelfary, 
affiiring us that he had made us Mailers of 
bis whole Dominions, and that we might 
make our abode there, and buy and fell what 
we pleafed. He fent me a parcel of Dates by 
\mliUck,^^ and ordered them to give me 
twenty Beefs 5 I delired thereupon to be ad- 
H 2 milted 
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mitted to his prcfcnce, that I might have the 
opportunity of returning ray Thanks, but 
Chtci Amur told me it was not neceflary, 
and that we might depart without it. 1 was i 
little concerned at this procedure^ and while I 
was fpeaking to jMcoh n^arunth about it^ 
(who Teemed to wonder at it no lefs than I 
my felf didi ) Carfenay^z Jew,the King's Al- 
moner, came to call ParUntCy to whom the 
King dedat'd his mind, and told him, that he 
(hould take it very kindly if I would bring 
him feme Powder, Lances, Swords, Linncn 
and Woollen Cloath, affuring us, that we 
Aiould have what price we pleafed for our 
Commodities, and that we might be for ever 
fecureofhisfriendihip . fo that having now 
nothing more to do,as foon as Jacob ParUtttc 
returned, wetookhorfe. 

Their manner of fpeaking is with a great 
deal of plainnefs and fincerity, nor muft wc 
expeA any eloquence from them in their 
dikrourfe, or choice of words . but they are 
very conftant to what they promife, and you 
may count it as fccurc as if yon had it alrea- 
dy in poffcffion. The Letter, which was 
fern from Mnltf Arxid unto our King, was 
asfoUoweth, 
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Glory he nntoGod^ then whom there n 
no other Conquerer,

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After the receipt hereof, we took horfc 
about noon, and came at feven in the eve- 
ning toaplacccaUed Z^hvU, where we m- 
tended to lye that night. Wc were met by 
the Governour of the place, who came torch 
from a large Grott, and a great retinuewth 
him into which he conduaed ( t^tf^gf Amgf 
and'out company , where we pafled that 
night, having fir ft weHfuppedonFifli,and 
ioroe other provifions which we bronght 

withps. . . r. . 

The next day, being Sunday, wc went 
from thencu about five in the morning, and 
travelled till eleven, when repofing our fe ves 
for two hows on the banks oi a River called 
MMe99t^ we went on and came to Sova^iHin 
about feven in the Evening, where we vyerc 
lodged in the Tent ofacertain sJi^»or calkd 
JSeUa Ben Amar^ who treated us very 
magnificently at the common C. harge. The 
next day wc removed early ft-om thence, and 
came about noon to /"rtcrw^wrf, a place which 
I mentioned before ta be famous for an hot 
Spring, where we.dined , and lay that night 
al Taf^rfj, in the houfe of If^ Hen SamtU 
a Jew, wh^re We received many clvihties 
from CAf^ 5(?i</ii'4>, ^hom 1 mentioned bc< 

fore, 
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forct who prefentcd me the next day with 
twelve Muttons, and eight Steers, which we 
joynedto thofe which we had received by 
the Kings order at Tti*a. We parted from 
thence the next morning, which proved very 
cdld by rcafon of an Eaftcrn wind, and trou- 
blcfome with the Rain . for fearing left my 
Horfe might through me by a flip, I alight, 
cd and walked on foot, both up and down 
the mountain Te^^la^a^ with my riding 
Cloak and Boots : and trtvelling on that 
manner for three hours, I found my fclf fo 
tired when we came to BinthsuJMcoly that I 
could go no further, though wc intended 
that night to have reach'd Nocor^ and to have 
been the next day with Monfieur Rojer, 
whom I very much defired to fee again, and 
to give him a relation of what had happened 
fince we parted. But 1 was furprized when 
1 faw Cheq Amar^ (who went before us) 
who, as likewife the reft of the company 
that was with him, feem'd to be much dejc- 
Oed and concerned j and asking him the rca- 
fon, he told me, that on the thirtieth of the 
laft Month, our Ship was driven out of the 
Harbour by another Veffel that came to at- 
taque her : but when they told me that the 
^ H 4 Veflcl 
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vcflcl purfucd her fomjc confiderable idiftaticc, 
andfteracd not togetfgifound of her, I oould 
not but hope that !^r good Sailing, and the 
skill of the Mafter and Mariners might pre. 
ferve her by the afliffance of God . fo thai i 
fecmed to take courage^ which was much o- 
therwife then they expc^ed, who thought 
that this ill News, together with the great 
Fatieiie of our late j6iimcy,would have ren- 
dered me very faint- and difpirited. All the 
remainingpart of the day was fpent in dif- 
courfir^of the flight of bur Barque , and of 
the means which we might ufe to hear news 
of her ; it was my opinion that iTie was gone 
to MeliUa j whereupon defiring leave of 
Cheq Amur to fend an horfeman thither in 
qucfi of her, but he tpjd^ roe that he could not 
be long abfeni frorii the'King,and rauft there- 
fore prepare to return eatly the next mor- 
ning towards the Court, advifmg me rather 
to make my addrefs to Cheij AbdaUfis^ who 
was Gpvernour of that plate. This change 
did not a little trouble rac,'fo that I could not 
but exprefs unto Cheei -/^iw^Ktherefentnient 
I had of our lofs, but was the more fatisfied, 
becaufe he was called away to give his atten- 
dance on the King, unto whom 1 6^^^^^ him 

that 
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that he would alwayes ftand our friend- to 
which he protefted that he would ferve qic 
moft atteaionately upon all occalions. 

Jn the mean while Che^ AbdaUfis came ro 
viiJt me, and after a thoufand proteftations 
ofhistnendiiiipandfervice, he told me that 
he had order from ihe King to fupplv us 
wnh whatfoever we needed, and that I miht 
^t^^ly command whatfoever we IJiould have 
occafion for. Whereupon I defired him to 
provide me fomcCouriers to fend toMeUlU 
and to <pignon, and to write to the ayilcnir] 
toproteaour Barque if it were there alrea- 
dy, or fhould hereafter come thither ; which 
ne granted forthwith. After we had taken 
this care, J began to pro^-ide a^ainft the 
vvorft, and conlider with my feif what wc 
^^oM do, ifitpleafed God that the Ship 
Ihould mifcarry, and refolved at length that 
inhereturn'd not within a Month, I ^vould 
f io Pignon or Titnan, there to fcek out 
lorae other Ship bound for France, intcn- 
a}^ ^^ave behind me Meffieurs DcUd^ 
mdeLafire^ unto whom I gave inflrudi- 
onswhat to do in mine abfence, that the 
f^'ng might thereby perceive that we did not 
■ntend onely to lade our felves with the com- 
modities 
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modhics of the Countrey for the prefent (as 

Se le»i reported) but alfo to elhblilhone 

for the futut7. By the means and advice ot 

Cbtti ^bi*Uf» 1 bought a houfe, which 

coft roe fifty five Ducats, whereunto we be- 

took our feWes the fame day that Chc^ Am« 

depaned. 1 Ukewife purchafed an horfe for 

r^y three P.-A", whereof Ch^ Ak- 

a-Z-fi/gave the King nonce, who coraman- 

ded him to have a great are of os, and it he 

heard any news of our Barque to let him 

knowit,whofeero'dto be much concemd 

forthelofsof it. • . r 

Cfe*^»Mrwasnofooner arrived atf*- 

« but he was fent back again by the King 

to eathel up all the Mturs about iio-K^t, 

who art obliged to ferve him m his wars 

aAd coming faither on the twenty fourth 

of A/47, he departed again on the twenty 

feventh with four hundred horfemen andas 

many Foot, which he carried to M»{ejA'. 

,;j.whohad muftered his Forces to teduct 

a MtrMtt, who was Alea,i of Fe^^, ati 

flood out dgainft him « prefent : buthi 

eood fortune ftill afliftiog him in all te &■ 

^rifes, he was not put to the trouble 0! 

Battle; for the Ai»wi/r« flymg, the otba 
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AlcMds would have fee open the Gates to 
him, but he chofe rather to enter at the 
breach which he had made, and continues at 
prefent abfolute MaHerotthe Town. 

But that they might in the mean while be 
the more diligent and induftrious to bring 
ns news of our Ship, I gave it out, that who- 
ever Ihould bring me abetter irom Mr. Ko' 
7*r,ihouId be rewarded with ten Pinfires^ fo 
that there was no Sail pafs'd by, but we had 
notice of it: And being told by d^Moor of 
t4lhouz,€may that a vefl'el coming into the 
Haven and difcovering a CorfAtr at Anchor 
there, returned again in all haft, I thought 
that this muft needs be ours . ib that the next 
day, about three of the clock in the morning, 
J fent away the Sieur DeUday and the Sieur 
Vincent David by Moon-light, with two 
Mocrs to wait upon them, deilring them to 
make what haft they could to PigKOfs, to 
carry intelligence from us to them, and to 
bring us fome from thence, doubting leaft 
through fear and miiapprehenlion the Sieur 
^tjcr might forbear to return. Neither was 
this a vain furraifc, but might have prov'do: 
ill confequence, if the prudence of Mr. Rgjtr 
had not prevented it: for the c/f //r^/^ of 
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p;jriiff«,alihoagh he knew that we had been 
nobly cntcrtairied, and carclfcd by the King, 
fti BiaHcioufiy told the Sicur Roycr that wc 
vrere Slaves, and that the King would rcrnJr. 
aeonftdcrable Sunim for our ranfome.

The firft Letter falling by good luck into 
Ac hands of theSicurs DeUda and ^mint 
P4Vi(l, they went with what haft they could 
to PigfuHy and gave notice to the Sieur Roja 
that he might°find us fafe at AlhoHK^tm, 
whereupon making all the Sail he couM he 
arrived at AlhoHz»eme the 2 7 of May, where 
1 met him with the Sieur Laflre . and after 
I had given hira an account of our Journey,

While we were receiving in our Wax 
theSeafon, which was all along very uncon! 
ftant. was on the fifth day fo tempeftuous 
that our veffel was forced to go to AIUh 
utnt tollielter her felf from the fury of 
iheEaftern wind, which lafted till the 
twelfth day, and then flackning Il,e returnd 
to «.»««,,» : upon her arrival we fent all out 
Wax on Ship-board, and fetSail iot Spain 
that we might there take up fuch Conimo' 
dtti« as the King delired of us, and that by 
Aefale of our Was there we might buy 
Powder, Launces, Linnen and WooUen 
cloath . which Commodities the King de- 
iaanded,and Chtt, AhAtUfis advifed us with 
Jll expedition to procure them for him, to 
the inKni that we m^ht have the liberty 
gtanted us of tranfcorting Corn , and of 
building fuch Fortifications as Ihould be re- 
quifite tor the feciirityof our Trade. Be- 
tore we departed I nfed rayutmoft endea- 
vourtofell olFtbe Commodities which we 
tttonghtWHhus, that when we (liould come 

into 
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into Spain, I might from thence g^ve notice 
whit returns wc had made, but the Storm 
not fuffering us to harbour at lJpz;4^^«, w 
could fell but fomc part of them, and that 
too on the very day whereon we were to 

weieh Anchor. r-i jr -, 

On the eighteenth of J««^ we failed from 

B<tUaz.on, andftecrcd our courfe ftrajght to 
^/iw^rir, where we arrived on Munday the 
twenty firft of the fame Month, and were 
admitted upon producing a Bill of health, 
which the Sieur^^r had given us as Vice 
Conul: and meeting therewith theoppor- 
tunity of fending by theSieur France Bcr- 
ccr, who was to depart that day for Mc4,t, 
iwrotunto You by him, and endofed the 
Sieur^^/^i^^*s Letter, and theSieur %rs 
to his Brother: whereby T let you kn(jw 
that I had bought three hundred wcightot 
fine Powder, and that I intended to depart 
the next day for M^Uga, that I might the« 
fclloffmylWax. and fraight myfelfwth 
fuch Commodities as were expeit^d. 

The day following we fail'd from Almj- 
nV, and came on the twenty fourth to lM^- 
/4jf 4. where after we had entred, 1 went a- 
bout fcUing my Wax, and Goats-skins, that 
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I might buy the Powder, Lances, Linnen and 
Woollen cloath, which we had need of ; but 
we were much difappointed, when we found 
that we could procure but 500 Weight of 
Powder, and not any of the other Commo> 
dities ; whereupon 1 was conftrained to alter 
myintent,andtoagree to what Jac^yPAri- 
mc adviied, -i/i*. to tarry, three or four 
months longer, and then to carry the King 
what he required, rather than to return after 
that manner : wheteupon 1 refolved to go 
to MarfeilieSy and from thence on the twen- 
ty eighth of J«»ff I gave you notice of my 
proceedings, having left four Letters with 
ferae friends at Malaga^ to be conveyed to 
theSieur ^o^^r by the way of Tlttian, Pig. 
utn^otMehHa, astheylhould have an op- 
portunity, that he might be fatisfied of the 
reafons of my delay. 

Having therefore refolved to come to 
this Towfi, to buy fuch things as we ftiould 
have need of, wherewith to furnifti LMnUy 
ArxidyVic made what haft we could, and 
failed from MaUga on the firft of Jk/; 
with a fair wind, but being the next day be- 
calmed aver againft Nerga, ontheEaft of 
^f<w*», weputinthere, and bought twenty 
1 Loaves 
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Xoafes of Sugar, which was all we couW at 
that time procure. 

The apprehenfion which I had that W£ 
fliould meet with but little Money in this 
Kingdom, made me refolvc to make Micof 
what we had got by the falc of our Wax 
and Goats-skins, in the buying of fome other 
Commodities : whereupon 1 went to fee 
fome Goods in a ftoreliionre at Almtm 
when \ was there, but was diverted from 
my pu>:pofe by an Earthquake, which begin- 
ning about two of the clock afternoon, conti- 
nued for about a quarter of an hour, at which 
time being in the Streets, 1 faw fcveral per- 
fons of all ages and fexes flock thither from 
feveral parts, and all of them naked . for 
this was the time of taking their repofe, 
vi\\k\ii)\Q Sp^mards do every afternoon till 
five ot the clock, to pafTeover thefcorching 
heat of the day. The Uilliop forthwith ex- 
pofed ,the Bledcd Sacrament in the Gceat 
Church, and the people continued their De- 
votions for three daycs; xiuring which tiine 
not being able to difpatcfa any buiinefs, Ifet 
fail, and awrived on the fev^en^h at Carthp- 
na. there were feverallhatideikedmetogiive 
tb<l«5;Che^ jiallage, ;xiii to receive of them 
. i feveo 
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fef^n^ hundred /*j;?/?frj, and to give them a 
BilL of EHchangc for it, which ihould be 
p^Qwbleatmy arrival at M^rfeiUts^ which 
with the money I had before was ftiffident to 
buy fifty four Bailies of fine linncn Cloath, 
^fidfitiieen Baiiles of Wool]en,which I intend 
for the u(e of the Company. 
-Ax Carthigetm \ ill.: with an excellent 
btaiCH Horle, and h.ivin:^ room enou^^h for 
himin thcSliio^and lavetmmche AtcMe 
mfoyQxsho was much our !rieiu!)to put him 
aboard, J paid i o > I'lajhc; -or him j but 
as ihey were fwingmg of him to pilt him 
iJirotheShip, he uniortunateiy [ell into the 
Seachrough the c^reUihels of the x\;urincrs, 
and Wis there drowned J was much rrou- 
Wedutthis lof^, becaufe it was thought as 
fiijean Horfe as any chat had lately come out 
0^;^;-'*:'^ and mi^uvery well have bixom- 
ed the King'j Stable.

This is a true relation of the Voyage 
which we made to -^/fo»«.fw<», iheqaeftion 
now is,whether we Ihall continue this Trade^ 
which wehave fo happily begun, and fend to 
Mu/ej 'ArxU the Powder, Lances, Linnen

In the mean while we (hall here ex- 
pcfttherefolutionsof the Company, unlefs 
they think fit that we (hould attend them at

The Kings of Ftf-^ Mcrocco^ and Sus^ 
enjoyed their Dominions, to long ab- they 
had the courage to llibdiie the Arabs^ox ^as 
feme call them) the AWibs^who are divid- 
ed intoieveral Tribes, Fairiilies, and Races, 
and are commanded by the chief gf each 
Tribe, who take upon them tlic Title of 
Xeqite , which is equivalent to Captain. 
l\\dQ Arabs live in Taits, andarefcpa- 
rated into feveral Adivards, one Adrvjrd 
being an ailcmbly oF 4^. nr 50. Tentp, 
pitched round in a circle about their docks. 
One Tribe will have 40. nay k^o* Adi- 
vards^ more or lefs, accordhi^ to the nuiii- 
ber of the Tribe. 

Thefe Kings were often ncceilitated, t*j 
go with their Armies into, the Field, t'^* 
colled their C7j/\/w./, or piibllck lax, 
which was inipofed upon each Tribe, and 
many times they foL n .1 no lm.ill diiKculty 
to Levy it.

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The Moors of SaUc having ftrengthnQcl 
themfelves by the union which they made 
with the Moors^ which were driv^^n out of 
Granada^ Andalnfia^ and the other parts of 
Spain ^ Anno 16 10. and had placed them- 
felves along the Coaft of hUnntMiia^ i>ut 
chiefly about Sake^ where being grown 
very numerous, tlxy, together with the 
M'^ors of SjUc^ formed a Rcpubllck^ and 
held a Viuan^ or Common Councel, where 
they agreed that the Afnc.in Montf flioidd 
Inhabite the great City, which is now cal- 
led old Sake^ and the Anddttfian Moors 
the newTown,which is called^z-r jy.z/:,and 
that each of them fliould keep Garrifoiis 
in the Caftles between the two Towi>s.B-- 
ing thus United in their VUuh^ the Aadji- 
luftMt Mor^rs^ in revenge of their cruel Bi- 
nifhment, inltruded the African Morsm 
the Art of Pirjy^ which rhey have piu- 
diicdfor thcfc 50. or 4c. years, aixl have 
fometimes put out to Sea at once: 3 c or

rocco^ and drove a very confiderable 
Trade. 

yvhen he dyed there happened great 
eonHifioiis and diforder^, fcvcral of his 
Kindred and Relations chiming the 
Cfown, and fo contefting one with ano- 
ther for it, that in the ^ccof 6. weeks 
there was three 'Kings in M r:jc€Oy the one 
expelling the other. There was MuUy 
Jacob At Manfor.Mnley hoh'c(foH and Mm- 
hy Eofires. Thefc were fucceedcd by 
MitliySid:$H, whopoirefs'dhimfelf of the 
City and Kingdome, and kept it till h? 
died, which was in the year 1 6 50* Du- 
ring his reign he had muL.h auo to reduce 
the wild Arabs^ who once uttder the com- 
nurd of Sid Haia conftrained him to fly 
from hAirrotco to ^'^^'j and there to CjiWCt 
himfelf by Sea : But at laft he returned to 
Httocco, znd ended iiis days in peace. 

lAuky Abdcmckc his cldcli Son fucceed- 
ed him, but raigned not above 3. or 4* 
. years *> hi^ cruelty made him generally ha» 
ted. A French Kcncgsd) ca I'd Chjhan fl^Ot 
himtodcJth, as he lay drunk inhisTtnt, 
being much addidcd to that vice. 

Attcr him raigncd his Eruchcr Sinlry 

hln\iiy 
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Elivalyy vyho was a IFhite^ his Mother a 
Sftnij^) hloor^ his courteous and mild di^ 
polition gained him the atfcdtions of all 
perfons, he enjoy'd the Crowu not above 
ic. or 1 2. years. 

His fucceflbr was Muky Hamtt his 
younger Brother, and the youngert Son 
to Muky Sidan^ he employed hinafclfmorc 
in Courting his Women in his Seralio^ 
than in Warring with the wild Arabs* 
One of the great Tribes of which, called 
the Tribe of the Chibanetts^ rofe up againft 
him, and polTefTed thcmfelves of his beau- 
tiful Palace, or Serallo^ calPd Bedhc-^ feizcd 
upon him, and put him to death. The 
chief of the, Tribe of the Clnhantw^ cal- 
kd Crommelhaich^ hath within thcfe two 
or three years made himfelf King, and at 
this prefent raigns like a Tyrant at Mjtoc- 
CO : And I:athlikewirepoirefred himfLlfol" 
the Sea-port called Honladilla^ and Bc- 
fiedged Safy^ but hath not as yet taken it, 
at leaft we have no News of it. And in 
this pofture are the affairs of Uorocco^i 
prefent. 

The Kingdome of Sm hath not had 
left difor'dcrs, £br there hath been no Ring 
ixitargdjtntc thefc 40. or 50. years, but 

there 



concer/iing Mmrmnh^&cl it 
there hath been a confinual Civil War.Yct 
there was one Sid Ally^ a Prince of that 
Country, who being the moft powerful, 
ruled the^c above 3c.years, hemadc hi$ 
rcfidence at like jtc^ and died not above 8» 
or 10. years fince, leafhlg 2 2-Sons, bc- 
fides feveral Brothers-) who are all engaged 
in a War one againft the other i every one 
endeavouring to feiic upon fomc place or 
other, one Tjr^c/j^t, another Ouffray, ano- 
ther iagxvofi^ another Illecque : And one 
of his Brothers hath made himfelt Malkr 
of the Caftle of Agader^ or SantJ Criis : 
The reft of them keep the Field. This 
is the pr-Jent condition of the Kmgdomc 
of 5'«/. 

As to what you deflreto know, whi- 
ther or no there be any French Cottfuls m 
thofe Countries, the Kin^-s tliere would 
never as yet fulfer any, and at this prefent 
time there is none, neither in the King- 
dome of Morocco nor Suf* As for th(^ 
Kingdomeof ff/r, both Salee andTz^/M- 
tf/t have permitted them, but it is fince 
-5^/cehath been fomrd intoaRepublick, 
or Vivan-i and by favour irora Safce^ Tot- 
tuan hath retcived one, the Xeques cf the 
/Irabsfiumland and Scjbouqtter not oppo- 
fmg it, Former-

Formerly fivcral Fre/fr^men addrcffccl 
theiTifelves to l/lulcy SidjfiYJmo of M^f-

named Vatmof^ and in 1 6 i 9 ^"<^ f' '^'•^

whofe Metiopolisis^;alk'd l.mbottm, and 
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from thence it is tliat the Gold is brought 
into Mauritania^ iVom whence they alfo 
carry it to the Coaft of Guince* I cannot 
fay whither it be the Negroes of Guina^ 
%yho fetch it from Gj^o, or whither or no 
iho^MioTSO^ Gago carry it thither, but I 
i;atter believe the firft than the latter j for 
4S concerning the Gold which comes out 
gf thofc Countries to Mauritania^ 1 am 
moft certain that it is not the Inhabitants 
9f Gago that bring it, but the Moors ot 
Mauritania^ cfpccially thofe of Morocco 
and Sus, who go and fetch it. For when 
thfi Kuigs of Morocco and Sus were ar 
peace and quiet in their own Countries, 
Oiid were defirous to make Trade flourilh, 
they knt yearly, or at leall every three 
ycdiisCdpbiUcs Oi- Caravans to iambotmn, 
tjie principal City of Gago.

This Voyage ii only gone in the night 
time, and by little Journeys, btcaufc of 
the great heats in the day time, which nc- 
cdbtatcs the Travellers to get under their 
Tents fr©m an bc^r qx t\> o ufter the Sun- 
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iifcs, till ao Hour or two after Siuvfct. 

To pafs over this Se^i of Sand*^ you 
m\x(t carry with yoii all Provifions neal- 
fary for Eating and Drinking, either tor 
Man or B(?att. But there bot{\ are very 
ii^r, cfpcaally the Camels, which carry 
a^cat deal, cat little, and drink Ids Jor 
it is a Creatnte that ruminates, and lo 
chews ovcir what he cats a week before, 
and this make$ the paifage the kls diffi- 
cult > yctnotwithftandingit would beim« 
foifiblc to pa& over that Defart, or Staof 
Sanist if it was not tor a very ftrangc ac^ 
ddciit» which is,that in the middle ot this 
Ddart, there is one place where there be 
Wells of very good and clear Water, and 
there is another place near to that where 
there is a low i^roundwith Salt-pits, fo 
that there the CapbiLes makes a flop, not 
only to refrefh thcmfel ves, but alfo to load 
Salt upon the Kings account, that being a 
tcry excellent Merchandise at 'tombotHm> 
Attcr this refrcfhment, the Caplfillc con- 
tinues his jotirney, till he ariivesat'itfm- 
botumy about two months from the day of 
his departu4C from Morocco : And there is 
great preparation made for the Cjf ^>i-^S 
Specially for thofe which come trom the 

Kin^ 
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King of Hrocc •, for whom fit is fa id; the 
KlngofC^/^rt hjth lb great a vc-ncration, 
that lonit have alTurcd us he payes tribute 
to the King of Mi-r^ca : But I cmnot 
(.rcdit it, only tliis is certain, that he lends 
him prclcnts. As luon a? the Merchants 
^i the C:philU have dilpatchcd their bu- 
fuicis and parted witli tlicir U'crchandi/c, 
and the Kings Officers with the Salt wiiich 
they laded Ly the way, in exchange fjr 
G Id dnll^ and have made a convenient 
iuv a Imnhititw^ tlKyrcri.iu to \-\<iriur.i 
by the fame K(jad thty went, bvingiiii.^, 
back great quantity of Gold : The Mer- 
chants who make rlicfc Voyages gaining 
doable, triple, nay, quadruple : ElIkLs 
which, the Knig for his Culroms, Salt, 
and Prcfents, wiiich are fent him, hath a 
eonlidci-able iharcof the Gold. 
Sid Ally Prince otStts lent alio uttcn from 
his City" of llkcqicvi-ulC.iphilles^o 'lum- 
hotHm : But as for the Kin^of Ff/i, I ne- 
ver heard chat he fent, and fui divcis r^a- 
funs I believe he never did. tirit, he is 
200 niiles farther dilrant tiran \^]or<;cci)i 
and Secondly, the dphiU: luult of ne>-xl- 
lity pals thiou^^h the Kingdom ot M rj::f', 
wnich dou4iticU would never have bee« 
B p-t- 
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permitted-, fo that if the Kingdom of 
Fcfs have any Gold, it is from communi- 
cation with other neighbouring King- 
doms, who fetch it from Gago andTom- 

This is the rcafon that there is luch plenty 
of Gold in Mauritania, but there would be 
much greater, if it was not for the un- 
lucky cuftom of thofe people to bury their 
Gold, for they have no Chefts but the 
Earth, being miftrurtful of every body, 
cfpccially their Heirs •, fothat when they 
dye their Gold lies buried and loft in the 
Earth i and it is certain their land is rich- 
er underground than above. 

i muft now fay fomething concerning 

the Kingdom of Gago\ It is believed (as 

I faid before) that the River Niger paiTes 

by this Kingdom, the ftream coming from 

towards the River Ni/e, which runs its 

courfe juftoppofitetoitj This River Ni- 

ger having run about four hundred miles 

on this fide Gago, divides it felf into two 

Rivers, the one of which is Sanaga^ the 

other Camhaia, wherefore, many have 

imagined, that going up thefc, they might 

come to their conjunction, and fotothc 

Kingdonft of Gago whence all thi Gold 

ioo»es« The 
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The I^igUflj. inorc than any other Na- 
tion, have h^d thcfe imciginationf;, audit 
IS not to be bLlicv'd that they have pel- 
fcfsM themfclvcs n{ the Month of the Ri- 
ver Camhat.i^ and rahLncitlicr hy tbrce or 
treaties tho(c Fortiharions, which the 
Djk of CitrlMidaud rhc Viftr!^ had there, 
only to enjoy a liiiall Trade of Ibine Ratv^ 
■hider^ IVjx-, and Elcph.7.!t-tccth : This nei- 
ther was t he dclign of the Fj?(r!}(J-?f nor of 
Vnnce Uiipcri^ who did thofe fjinouq ex- 
ploits there feme years lina* : Their prin- 
cipal dcili^n was to moniit up the River as 
tar as to the River A;i;ov nay. perhaps to 
the very Head, and lo by eonUqicnce to 
the Gold of Gagoh and tor tliisend, hc- 
fides their great Friaats, L7 whi^h rhey 
made thcmlclvcs Mailers (;f the lower 
wrts, and the ForticiTLS oi the River 
Cambaia j they had Idler aniicd Vellelsto 
50 up the Rivers in, whieh VelTels, were 
nt cither to Sail or to How in. But tliis 
attempt hath not fuLceeded, and 1 am in- 
formed that I'p.eyiiavc laid alldethatde- 
fii;n, for three iircat (;h!iacles they h.ivu 
met with : The ti:!t tor the rrcat lle.Ui 
aiidCahns in th:;: CnL;ntry, wV/ich luve 
<l(ftvoyed the irreat.ft r-i^<^^ their Men. 
y : Th:! 
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the fccond for the Wars wliich thq Kc- 
gyjes-i joyning thcmfelves with the Portu^ 
•r^alf-^ who inhabitc that Country, have 
made with them. And the third tor the 
number of Oilers, which grow there iw 
fueh plenty, that they make the Navigati- 
on very difficult : And therefore the Eug- 
lijh have quite laid afide this defigu. 

I have often enquired of the Inhabi- 
tants of the River Sanaga^ if that was 
not more Navigable than the River Cmu- 
bitj, and whitlur they could not go up 
the Rivtr Satiaga higher than they do, for 
they go not up above 40c. or 500. miles. 
But they allured me they could not, that 
being the utmolr they can reach •, for be- 
fidts the dlllcmpers they are iUbjed to up- 
0.1 the River, they meet higher not with 
NcgrocsbntMorrs^ who make War with 
the Nc(rrj(!f of Sdnag:iy and hinder the 
paflage up higher i and befid'^s that, the 
great number of Ofiers makes it very dit- 
iiculr, fo that it is not to be hoped by thofc 
Rivers to get the Gold of Gago^ By this 
you niay fee, tiiatit is not the Morys oiCa- 
go who tranfporc the Goldi other wife it 
they carried ir to Morocco^ they might as 
\¥tll carry it toC^uhaia or Sanaga^ by the 

conve- 
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conveniency of the Rivers. But they do 
not, and therefore I (Iiy, that it is not they 
which .carry it to Gtfinee^ but the little 
^•my Mcgro Kings of £/;//■ /7f(?, who cither 
^!. or (end, and fetch it ixovnG.igo^ and 
hivijig brought it to Gulicc^ they ex- 
change it for other Mcrchandilc, with tlie 
Chriliians who come to Trade upon their 
Goafe. 

You fee by what I have fiid, that the 
Uwrs of G igo^ or the upper parts of Gui- 
wff art no Travellers, nor is it likely that 
they (liould pafs over the Scji of S.m^^ to 
come to meet with tr.c A/;.TJ-of /Wjitrir- 
tma^lo gotogctl-Hir in Piliivimage to Mc- 
ch, which moft allureclly t.iey never do. 

But a' for the Mjnr^ of the bvingdume 
of Morocci-i Siif-f and I'cj}^ it is true tliey 
aiTemblc themlelves toijetiier to that eiid, 
but not in great Cji\n'.ir?cs or Cj-pbiUcs \ 
but when they are 40. or 50. ot tliem ga- 
thered together ill a eonipany, they b.nd 
their courle to rhc Sei-li ie, and uiual.'y 
their Rendezvous is at 'latjij.t. where tliey 
Emburkc themlelves ispon TarkiHi vliTJ^, 
which Tranlp<:>rt them iino A.'jjpt to yi- 
kxa/Mu or Cj'hw where they Land, and 
iroiu thence th.ey go by Land towards th^ 
U 3 K^<i" 
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Red-fea, where li^s Mcchu, diirl therein 
Mihnmct's'I'.nihc: And I l-ave bcui told 
by i'omc yaiou^^ who wcic iu tlic Kings 
Nival Army, vvIxmi it was JOUitiunJcd by 
Malur Frci^e, that a little IxU-'ic his dcadi, 
he took a great TurkiHi Vcllcl, at tiicBar 
ot JitiuDh which WIS ready to let Sail 
for Alcxjnd'ij^ in which he touiid fome 
two hundred of thcfc Pilgrims, vvhichhe 
very civilly put a Shear, lioping that thofc 
who ccmmandcdat Land would in return 
have rclealcd to him as many ChrilVun 
Slaves, but rhcy tailed him, that not bciri^ 
their CLiftomc.

He gave me a Narrative of all 
his misfortune, and how he had been car- 
ried to Argkrs and tettnan^ where his 
Fair on kept him clofc (hut up for many 
years, ufing him very barbaroully, that 
thereby he might oblige him to pay the 
greater Ranfome : But his Patron died, 
anJ his Milirefs married again to one,who 
granted him his Ranfome upon ealler 
terms, which he obtain'd by the w^ay of 
Cjidiz* But I do not remember that \ver 
he told me, that he went with his Patro- 
ncfs^ or Miftrcfs to Fe/Js Mnroccjy or the 
pretended Kingdome of Jy > and I af- 
fure you, if he had, Khould not have cre- 
dited him > for 1 know for certain, that 
the Women in thofe Couniiies never tra- 
vel any where iif they did, there would be 
uo great fafcty for them, and llfs for their 
Slaves, efpecially in the Kingdome ot M;- 
rocco^ where all Chiii\ian Slaves are the 
King'?, unlefs he give leave tofomc of his

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piiiuipal Officers, who are ncarcft liis pey- 
foil, to keep fomc few s as he did permit 
the Alc.iidc Hamar to have Paul Imkrt for 
his Page.

very good fcrvjce : for in a moon-diinc 
Night fome Arabs who lay within the 
cnclofure of the VoHtne^ came up into my 
Chamber with a defign to have robh'd 
me *, but as foon as they faw a Lion lying 
by me, they ran away, crying out one to 
another, End»t Scha, There is a Lion. 
This my Landlord, Mr. Amihncq^ told 
me, who accidentally was out ot his 
Chamber, and feeing my door open, and 
hearing the Arabs lay this, he came in, 
waken'd me, and told me what happen'd; 
The male Lion was very affable, but the 
Lioneffewas mifchievousi and fneonce 
hurt a little Moor, and complaint was 
preftntly made to the Governour, who 
took thein away from mc, and put them 
between tour Walls V but not long after 
there fell great Rains, which iluni; dovvii 
the Walls, which were made only of 
Mudd, and in the Night-time the Lions 
got out, went into a Stable which was o- 
pen, over againft the Kings Palace, and 
being almcif famifhcd, they midei^rcat 
flaughtcr amongd the Horlcs and Mules : 
This made io great a iioilc, that the whole 
Town was alarm'd, every one run to his 
Arms and thus my poor Lions were kiUM.

Once as we were Hunting the wild 
Boar, four or five Leagues trcin .9^/v, \vs 
\vcrealliurpti7ed, that our Hoifci made 
a ft-ind on the fudden, and the D^i\^ crept 
under rur Horlcs Legs : wt f iLUntly 
cryed out one to the other, ("^crr^inly 
there is a Lion hereaboats, ai.d ^\ fruth 
we were not a little aiirightcd, xo loc one 
pjfsbyus within fifteen or twenty p^ccs 
of us. He llopt to view us, and feeing 
wc llirrcd not, he wjalkcd on very ftately* 
he was higher thin any of our Horfes, 
and marciifd with a molt majelh'ck gra- 
\u:y, ivvinging about in a terrible man« 
n(?r , his great tufted Tail. We knew 
the nature of a Lion is not to fufter any ci- 
ther to t^y from him,or to attaquc him, for 
whoever doth, in three kaps he molt af- 
furedly (ei7es upon him : vvhcrtore wc. 
dutft pot fhout at him, and to tly from 
him was impolhble, tor the aio(t eoiira- 
^ioiisHurics tremble like a leat at the lijjl.ir 
ot a Lion. 

The^r;^j" told us that they ofccn net 
with Lions in the \ ields, and that wh.ci:- 
focver any came towards them, they to^k 
thiir Turban, which is a fiVipeof Cottc-u 
or Wollcn doth, about three or four L!;s 

lung, 
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long, and (hiking ir, runi'd* it about in 
the air like a Snake, and paleutly the Li- 
ons run away, for a Snake or Viper is the 
only Creature the Lion is afraid of. 

}AuAnXo%yy Ciliron oi' M >}itpclicr^2ud Mr, 
4braifJiml^a}t'yb:rgen of JKo;/:;/, who both 
loved Hunting very well, being intormcd 
that there was a pciid hall: a Lcjguc frcm 
the Sea tide, wheicabuuts Lions and wild 
Boars u(ed to lurk in the day time, and 
in the night came out nnd went to drink 
at the Pond : they plotted tu go in the 
day time and build them a Hutt, with 
the ftones which lay near the Pond, and 
to lie there all nigh^, and kill thelc Crea- 
tures as taiias they eanie todrhik, tliisdc- 
flgn (ucccedcd To well, that they deluuycd 
fourteen Lion^", and vvild Boais , ami 
Head the griatcu, and brought th> skin ot 
it into this City. 

I cannot leave otfthis difcourfe of Lion?, 
till I have told you" one itory, which was 
rjlated to me in tliat Country by very 
credible perlons. About the year i6 4 
•r 16 > 5 two Chriftian llavcs at MurrKco^ 
refolving to make tlieir efeapc, they a- 
greed to do it by night, and to travel all 
the night, and in the day time to hide 

them» 



themfelvcs in the tops of trees, that they 
might not be diicuver'd by the Ar^bs^ 
who would certainly have brought them 
back into llaverv : Th-y knew that tlie 
coalt of the Sea where Mifigan is, lay from 
them juli North, and tliat journeying 
northerly, they might jn eight or ten days 
get thither, and that it would not be ve- 
ry difticult for them to carry, or find out 
provilions for fo ff.ort a time. According 
to their deiign they elcap'd by Night, and 
havingtraveird till Day -break, they then 
diiTib'd up into the top of a Tree, where 
tliey pafs'd the day but melancholy, being 
much troubled and aiBidted to ice the A- 
uhs pals io trequeutly by them \ befides, 
as foon as it was kuown in M>ryC(;j that 
two llaves were run away, prefently feve- 
ral Horre-mcn went out in learch ot them: 
But when night came the two llaves con- 
tinued on their jouwiey till the next moru^ 
ing, and then leeking out for a Tree to 
hide them in they were ationidi'd to fee a 
great Lion jult by them, which walk'd 
on when they walked, and flood Hill when 
they liood ItilU obiaving which, they 
concluded, that this was a late condudt 
fent than by God, and then they took 

courage, 
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courage, and trave^l'd in the day time in 
company with the Lion, but the Horic- 
nien who went in purluit of them;, over- 
took tliem, and would have feiied on 
thtm, but the Lion int;;rpos'd himfdF, 
which made the Horic-mcn iiand ftill, and 
being aftonifh'd with admiration, let them 
pafs on, as likcwite did feveral others, tor 
every day thcfe poor Fugitives met with 
fomc or other who attempted to ilize 
ihcm^ till at laft they got Dtc to Mjfjgin, 
where the Lion left them, and ictiunM 
back, and the two poor llaves went into 
the Town, relating this miracle, which 
was confirmed at Morocco by the Ar^ihs^ 
who returned from purfuing them, and 
the news of this was dilperlcd every 
where as a great and confiant truth. 

I have already told you that the King- 
dom of Morocco hath within the land only 
one City, which is Morocco^ and that the 
Sea-ports are Safy^ Hmdadillsy and Az^- 
mot : From Ssfy to Morocco is about 
eighty miles, from the other Ports U'r^Kca 
istarther diftant : But from Morocc:) to the 
Sea fide are no Towns, Vilages, ur Ham- 
lets, only AmhnUnt Adonaris^ as I hiv^ 
kefore rcmarqu'd.

At Mor(?fco 1 have feen fome few p/rrJ- 
c&f/, but they were brought thither from

The Moors 
and Arabs when they catch them carry 
their Feathers to Morocco^ iarudant^ md 
the other Towns in the Kingdoui of 
Sus.

many more, but about Guinee moll ot ail- 
So that in the Southern parts they are mofi 
plentiful, and it is moll true, that the 
Negroes of Guinee fetch their Elcpliants 
Teeth or Iv(>iy-, which is the fame thing, 
rot only from Gago but aUo hoiii Ethi-

At which the 
MM'about Slid the Chrirtian Merchant 
wercmiKh rurprifed, but they niuft make 
thebeftot a bad market: The pretended 
Phyfician made as if he went to feck out 
ibme proper Herbs, and took the firlUie 
could mid, and made a kind of Ointment 
with them, of what quality, whether hot 
or cold he mattcrVl not, butcaufedthc 
young woman's leg to be puird out ftrait, 
and (plinter'd it up with iiicks ot Ohers, 
and tied it upon a board, and bid them not 
to meddle with it in toiir days s to the in- 
tent he mi^ht have time enough to tinilh 
his joiwney before they medled any more 
with it. . 

There are in thofe Countries norairs, 
nor is there any fiwh thing as being made 
b'rec, cither of any Place or Trade, but 
when the Commodities Impofted have 
pay d their duties at the hrft entrance, they 
are then free to be lent all over the King- 
dome without any Pa(s-port : And tor the 
Merchandilcs ot the Country which are 
exported, there is no duty paid tor them, 
but jult when you Tend them out of the 
Kingdome. ,

their habitation , and two Synngogncs.

At S.ify the7t?n\f have no peculiar p^acc 
fct apart for their habitation.but they have 
Synagogue. The Mahi^metants grant- 
ing Liberty of Conieicnce in al! their Do- 
minions : and 1 am told ^ that the great 
Vo^«', who writes himlilt Hc.id of the 
CifmmdQd^ and is a Mahometan, tolk- 
iituS all lleligions whatf>evcr. The Ian- 
^jageof liiT. Country ("vvhieh lies bettveen 
h\f.i and Cbini) is Ar.t'Ac^* 

The y^ivj are very b^fily mcddlefc.'UiC 
ill all forts of Commerce , and in the 
hrmss taking ufually the Kings Ciiiiomc; 
to Farm, wherefore there they j re ealTd 
hrmcrs^ and for this reafon, vvholuevi^r 
Trartkks there, mwii often p.;f# through 
their fingers. 

As for Arzik and Lrr)\tch:^ 1 belie Vc 
they are only Road^, (»r little Ports for 
fmall Barks, - or b.n-r'd Havens n(;t hav^ 
iiig heard them other w ife fnoke n of. Bu t 
I'otwithtbn'ding it was there where Pj>f 
y:l>aiiijtt King ot" P rt.'f^ li Lindtd his Ar- 
Hfir,' I (poke bifore U the b-irileof the 
C -. thvic 
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three Kings, but I ibrgct one particular 
which dcfcrves to be recited. Von ScLa- 
ftisHy having in the beginning of the Bat- 
tel made the Moors retreat in fome dif- 
order and confufion , by misfortune 
fome of the Moors which were in the Por- 
tugal Camp, hearing the Portugals call 
out Mata mctcha^ Put out the match, they 
run to the other Moors and. acquainted 
them with it, who return'd and fell upon 
the Portugals^ who were unprovided ot 
lighted Match, and totally defeated them. 
Mamora was in the year 1 6 1 $ or \ 5 1 6 
a Refuge to all Perfons, and who would, 
fled thither : it was the chiefeft receptacle 
of Pyrates, of which there was great ftore 
then, and more Chriftians than Turks ; 
whcrctorc thcKing oi Spain being inform- 
ed of the damage his Subjects received, h( 
fent a Fleet thither to feize upon the Port 
in which were found many Chriftian Py- 
tats : when he had made himleU Maftci 
of it, he fortified it, and iVill keeps it ir 
his pofTeliion : It is a very good Port. 

The King of Sfain hath aoadvantagi 
of this Port i for as for the TrafHck, Salt 
which is clofe by it, hath all the Trade 
And as fov War, th^rc is nothing to bi 

gain'i 



gain'd thereby in tliofc Conntrcys, for the 
A/t; TX and AvAhs are very numerou?, 
Itrong in Horfe^ very dexterous in the 
open hicicL and fubtil in laying Ambufh- 
cackS: All the advantage he receives, is 
Jiat he hath freed his Subjeds from the 
damage they received from the Chrirtian 
Pyrats,' who made their retreat thither. 
The Jqvc^s have no Lands there in pro- 
priety, unlefs it be fome Gardens about 
their Houfes, out of which they make 
fome Wine, but not enough for tlieir 
own uie •, fb that they, as well as the 
Chriilians, who live in thofc Countreys, 
arc forc'd tc make ufe of Paffr^ine^ or 
Raiiin-wincj for they call Raiiin of the 
San Pafs^ of which they put about QnwQ 
tivo hundred weight into a Barrel of Wa- 
tir, and fo let it ftand and ferment for 
livcoriixdaycs, and then draw it off ; it 
sa white Wine, but muddy, and though 
itbemade v;ith Water, yet it will intoxi- 
^te, if drunk too largely : of this kind 
ot Wine the ChriiUans ufually drink in 
Mc Countrcys.

They make no ufe at all of Drinking- 
glaffcs, nor have they any Glafs- ..windows 
in all M-inntJiiii : I never faw any in 
thofe parts where I have l)een, and I am 
told by thof; who hiv^: been at Nov S.i- 
kc, which is call'd R mil and is inhabited 
by the Mvrs which were driven out of 
Sfnn\ lb that they in their Buildings 
imitate tlic Spaniards, but without Glais- 
windows, of wliieh they liave nc^ne at 
all.

to them troni (Jti- r parts. Bat about Su- 
kc the Andihifian M>>ors n^ake^reat quan- 
tities, and yet tlk C rifiians bring thun 
much, clpecially rhe Eni^lifh and Dutch, 
who like wile Uunilh ihcm withGarbinv^ 
andririofs, ' As 
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As for the habit of five Mwj, the weal- 
tlHtr fort wear Shirts and Drawers, their 
Shirts over their Drawers, raid then a clole 
Coat of Broad-cloth, 01 Engh(h-eloth, ot 
Iwveral colours, or of Scarlet, and over all 
this, inltead of a Cloak, an Alhaiqttc ( as 
they call it ; of a curl'd white Woolen 
Iturt, which Alhaiqnis are made in thofc 
Country ys : But for Linnen or WooIch 
Clothes, they buy them of the Chriliiam ; 
None but thofe of the Royal family 
wearany Silk, and that but little : Upon 
their Head they wear a red Cap, and a- 
bout it a Turban, of tine Gotten Cloth, 
and a Girdle of the fame about thuir waftc 
i;ver their clofe Coat, which they oil 
Ofct.in : Their Legs are bare -> up<:n their 
hct they wear a "kind of Pumps, and 
Slippers all of Red-leathery and when 
they ride they have alio little Boots ot 
Rcd-leathcr. 

The Jews wear a Shirt, Drawers, a 
black Clofe-coat, ovCafcun^ and over it 
a black or dark coloured kind of Cloak, 
which they call Albentm, made with a 
Cowle like a Fryers Frock, but that there 
hangs down firings at tiie end of the 
Cowlcandat the bottoms Th.cy have a 

black 
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black Cap, and black Pumps and Slippers. 

They make no Cotton-cloath in thofc 
parts, but it is all Imported thither from 
other Conntries. 

They die there but little, and yet they 
have Allum 2'jrmr^ and fome Cocbcncile^ 
but thefc are brought them from other 
Pirts ■'i a>for hi^igiJ-y whicll they call Ani!^ 
lb:TJe little is found gro^vingiiitbicCoLiiitry. 

Tiie currant money ot M.^U'-hanii is 
Dacats of Gold, which they call MjccjI, 
tiicold ones arc excellent, but thofc which 
arc made of late arc of feveral decrees, as 
to the goodnefs of ihcm v for there is no 
Mint- office there, but every roguifli jFcm 
melts down and coincs Ducats after his 
own fafhion, and impudently do it in 
their puliek Shops, and for this tlure \% 
no order taken *, ib that there arc Dacats 
oi fcvcral forts and lever al piices. For 
Gold in the Dud, and Ecatcn-gold, it is 
worth about 50 {liillings an ounce If 
there be any which is not rcHned, or is al- 
lay'd, that is to he rcjcdtcd and cfrimated 
at a lower ij^te, fu i^c iiad need be know* 
ing who deals for this Commodity. The

About the year i6iK» 

the whole Town ot' M/J^frcc? went out to 

fee two terrible fierce* creatures a Lion and 

a Wild-boa r^' which lay wounded in a tiuic 

of Reeds, hard by the Gate caird Cin.is, 

and dyed the one prciently afrcr the other-, 

the Lion was rent up with the Tusks ot 

the wild Boar, and the Boar torn in pieces 

with the Teeth and Claws of the Lioni 

they had fought all that night in thctuHt 

of Reeds, which they had beaten down 

and trodcn under foot, which all the Chri- 

tiians. Moors, and Jews went to lee, for in 

thole Countries the wild Boars are mori 

femons creatures, efpccially in Biiminin 

time, which is about March* 

I forgot when T (poke of the Defart or 
SM^y Sea-t to take notice that it is tofs'd 
up and down with great Winds, fo that it 
is not only very duiry, but there are great 
hillocks of Sinds rais'd up,which prekntly 
afterwards a contrary wind lays level. 

The City oi' Morocco is at the leaft as bip, 
as ?<im, not including the Suburbs : it i- 

very 
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very fpacious, but hath 1 great deal o f 
walle ground : It is fcituated en a plain, 
ben or eight Leagues on this fje thofe 
MoLUitains which are call'd AtL^^ which 
lc:ms in Miroccn to be very nigh, for their 
topps being all the year covered with 
Snow, makes them 'very diicernable, 
bough diicant from Morocco at leali Qvcn 
or eight Leagues : From thefe Mountains 
defcend Icveral little Rivers of wry good 
and ckar water, which tirft waters the 
Garden call'd the little Mcfcrrj^ and then 
bin a very beautiful Pond, which is at 
Icall a mile Iquare, afterwards they run 
into a very fpacio's Garden, which i^ 
caird El Mcferra^ whicli is very well 
planted with feveral rows of OrjngQ^ 
Umn-, Vate^ Olivc^ Fi^, and Vumgr.t- 
Mte Trees, intermix'd with Shrubs of 
hfemi?!^ and other odoriterous t lowers ; 
From thefe two Gardens (which are ia 
publick for all perfons to walk inj theU 
waters pafs along to the Kings ftately Pa- 
ke, which is caird E/Be^/>, where (it 
is laid, for I was not withhi it ) they 
make tour Ponds, between the which arc 
four Gardens ^ fo that the tops of the 
Trees lie level with the tops of the 

Ponds, 
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Ponds, which are fo placed that between 
two PoikIs is a Garden, .and a Pond k- 
twcen two Gardens. The King oi M;- 
rocco ufually gives audience at the Gate of 
this Palace, and here, as well as at Om- 
aantin^fk-, La Torts fignifics the Court 
or Kings Palace. But (omctimes feme ot 
the Kings, after they have (hut up their 
Wife's in a Scrtalin^ under the care of a 
Governcfs which is call'd Liriffe Kamcm^ 
have (but very rarely) given audience to 
Ambuffadors within their Palace, and 
then it was in a long vaulted Gallery, the 
top and tides ot which were all covered 
over with Gold, about the thicknds of a 
Ducat : and as wc have been told by the 
Eunuchs who kept guard there, and by 
tlie Jewifli women, who go in and out 
to carry Provifions, there are leveral 
other very hue Lodgings : ]oyning to 
tlfis Palace there is another great Houfc, 
which is caird Michousr^ where dwells 
the Elcbts or Rencga^^cs, who aUvaycs 
accompany the King when he goes a- 
broad : AsHkewiie another Hoftle which 
they call, Var Lachor, that is the lytbinsr 
bjufe : and hither the Ghriftian Ma- 
ehants were obliged to bring their Mcr-

diandizes, as fbou as c\\r thiy mlv'd i 
iftcr which the IjimiMa S/fliun^ or tiie 
Kings TrcadiTcr, cjn:e and took their 
Lebclcl which %iiihcs Uwful Ri-ht , 
which is the Title cf all Mcr.handi/c :

they took the City did it : I rcply'd, why 
<^id they not take thciii away ? O they 
durft not, (aid one, for they are feared. 
At the end of this Mofquc there is a great 
Court like a Chappel, which is the Se- 
pulchre of the Kings of Mn^cco, whither 
the Chrillians have free liberty of en- 
trance in company with the Door-keeper. 
There I faw feveral Monuments raisM up 
only two or three foot high : This Room 
is arched, and the top and fides are 
wrought with Mofaique-work, and inlaid 
with Gold about the thicknefs of a D.icat. 
About half a mile from hence is a great 
•iclodire with high Walls, and there is 
the Jews Habitation, they are mumerous, 
and have a Synagogue, and a very tait 
Houle : To their encjofure they have but 
one great Gate, which the Porter (huts 
tvery night and opens in the morning. 

Some tifty paces froui hence, there is a 
great Houfe, or rather a Prilon, which 
they call Senegay which is the Houfe in 
which the poor Chriiiian flaves are kept, 
from wheucethey take them out in nrorn-

The King was allorjlhM «r thetxcdltn- 
cyoftlic Petition, both for the Charor 
<fccf, Lant^ua-c, and Stile, whivh was 
there unulual : He iliu prdcntly for his 
T^alifs^ or Sceict .rics, and fhew'd them 
the Petition, wliich they could not but 
admiic ■, he ca^is^d tlie AmbafTador to 
come before him, enquir'd of him w};o 
penned the Petition , and when he was 
told that it was Golhis, who had been 
Scholar to Frfcniits and was now cm^ 
ployM there, with dircdions from him 
tt-)r colicding the ^^hokcix Ar.illc^^ Books, 
hcddircd to (cc him, and (pake to him 
in Arjbkk, biit Cclhts anfwerd in 
Spj'rnfh^ that he undcrftood very "Well
